At the close of the morning service 
ast Sunday morning at the Unitarian 
Church, West Newton, the stained

(dr. and Mrs. Ellery Peabody in mem- 
ory of their son, Ellery Peabody, Jr., 
|vas dedicated. 

1 The Rev: Julian C. Jaynes, pastor of 
he church, gave the address. He 
poke as follows: 

“Here, at the close of our Easter 
lervice, I invite you to tarry a mo- 
nent, to join in the dedication of an- 
>ther memorial window. 

This window is the third upon my 
eft. It has been presented to this 
:hurch by Mr. and Mrs. Ellery Pea- 
)ody in memory of their son, Ellery 
’eabody, Jr., who made the supreme 
lacrifice on the fields of France in Oc- 
ober, 1918. It is, indeed, peculiarly 
ippropriate on this day, so crowded 
vith blessed memories for us all, that 
his gift should ask for a share in our 
hought and present itself for accept- 
ince and consecration. For young 
^eabody was, in a very special sense, 
me of our own. His whole lfe was 
in integral part of our community life. 
Te was reared and educated in the 
presence of our best ideals, and it can 
)e said without reservation that he 
1 moved loyal to them to the tragic end. 


In this church he was baptized as a 
babe; in this church he passed 
through all the stages of his beauti- 
ful boyhood; in this church, when 
manhood crowned his years, ho 
sought the way of service and gave his 
young strength freely to every call of 
duty. How fitting, therefore, that here 
also should be placed this beautiful 
memorial that is to symbolize hfs lov- 
able qualities, his knightly spirit and 
his devotion to the need of the hour. 

This window was designed and 
made by Messrs. Heaton, Butler & 
Bayne of London, whose work is so 
largely represented in our church. 

The central theme of the artist is 
“The Arming of the Christian 
Knight.” In days when knighthood 
was in flower, this was an elaborate 
and almost religious ceremony, in- 
volving consecration of weapons and 
solemn vows of the heart. This med- 
ieval custom the artist here illumin- 
ates with the scripture thought of put- 
ting on the whole armor of God. 

We see the stalwart figure of the 
young knight in the midst of this cere- 
mony of investiture. He has already 
received the consecrated sword from 
the hands of the kneeling attendant, 
I while another is about to present him

Resident of City for 50 Years Dies 
at Age of 80 Years

Hon. G. Frederic Simpaon, a resi- 
dent of this city for fifty years, died 
yesterday morning at his home on 
Franklin street, Newton from heart 
trouble, which was evidently hastened 
by an accident of some two months 
ago, in which he broke his hip. 

Mr. Simpson was born in Sullivan, 
Me., Oct. 30, 1840, and was educated 
in the common schools of that state 
He enlisted at the outbreak of the Civil 
War in the 26th Maine Regiment and 
saw considerable service at the seige 
of Port Hudson, and other battles. In 
1863 he was discharged on account of 
his health and subsequently engaged 
in the granite business. In 1869 with 
his brother James he organized the 
firm of Simpson Bros, to engage in the 
bituminous and concrete paving busi- 
ness, and this firm laid the first con- 
crete tar sidewalks in this city. Mr. 
Simpson has always been proud of the 
fact that for nearly fifty years his 
firm has handled this class of busi- 
ness for the city of Newton. In 1897 
the present Simpson Bros. Corporation 
was organized with Mr. Simpson as 
president, a position he held until he 
retired on account of age. 

Mr. Simpson was a director in the 
Newton Trust Co., vice president and 
a trustee of the Newton Savings Bank, 
director in the Newton Co-operative 
Bank, trustee of the Boston Subur- 
ban Electrics Co., president of the 
Newton Graphic Pub. Co., and a mem-

the helmet of protection. On the 
other side waits another figure offer- 
ing the armorial shield, while in the 
background stands a companion, hold- 
ing aloft the white banner of knight- 
ly service. The titular inscription of 
these three panels are: 

“Be ye faithful unto death” — “Put 
on the whole armor of God” — “I will 
give thee a crown of life.” 

The predellas or small lower panels 
represent Temperance, Fortitude and 
Prudence, the three virtues required 
of a worthy knight. On each lower 
corner of the window is represented 
the regimental badge consisting of 
two crossed cannons and the letter 
“A.” 

The dedicatory inscription is as fol 
lows: 

“In loving memory of Ellery 
Peabody, Jr., born April 23, 1896, 
died in France, October 24, 1918.” 

In your behalf, therefore, I now ac 
cept this memorial gift and dedicate 
it to the noble uses of art to religion 
and of beauty to faith. We welcome it 
today into the goodly company of 
these other memorials, which have 
graced these walls and uttered their 
messages to our hearts from Sunday 
to Sunday. It is henceforth to be one 
more symbol that gives sanctity to 
this place and one more voice that 
speaks to us out of the unforgotten 
past.”

It is given to but few men to take 
,nn active part in the improvement and 
growth of their home city for a period 
of fifty years. But that is the unique 
record of Hon. G. Frederic Simpson, 
whose death it is our sad duty to 
record this week. As a young man at 
the beginning of a most successful 
business career. Mr. Simpson laid the 
first tar concrete sidewalk in the then 
town of Newton, and with the excep- 
tion of three years, his firm has con- 
tinued to do that work and that of 
cement concrete sidewalks until the 
present time. During these years, while 
this work became a very small part of 
his business, Mr. Simpson took a per- 
sonal pride in continuing this work, 
although it became only a very small 
part of the business in which he was 
engaged. In addition. Mr. Simpson was 
one of the first to aid in the street rail- 
way development of the city, and took 
an active part in the banking interests 
of Newton, and gave a large amount of 
his time and services to the Newton 
Savings Bank and the Newton Co- 
operative Bank. He was also active in 
the affairs of the Channing Church. 
His has been a long, useful and hon- 
orable life, of which his family and his 
many friends may well be proud. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


The “Movie Censorship bill,” so 
called, has been reported by the Legis- 
lative Committee on Mercantile Affairs. 
The measure is that which accompan- 
ied the petition of the State Commit- 
tee on Motion Pictures, a voluntary 
association made up of organizations 
favoring censorship. 

The bill provides that on and after 
Jan. 1, 1922, it shall be unlawful for 
any person to sell, lease, loan or use 
for public exhibition or commercial 
purposes in the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts any motion picture film un 
less the said film has been submitted 
to, examined and approved by the Com 
missioner of Public Safety. 

Furthermore, the Commissioner of 
Public Safety shall approve the whole 
or any part of such films as are not 
obscene, indecent, immoral, inhuman 
or such as do not tend to debase or 
corrupt morals or incite to crime, and 
shall disapprove such films or parts 
thereof as are obscene, indecent, im- 
moral. inhuman or such as tend to de- 
base or corrupt morals or incite to 
cfime. 

A charge of $2 shall be paid for the 
inspection of each reel of film not ex- 
ceeding 1,000 linear feet, and $4 for 
each reel exceeding 1,000 linear feet. 

The Commissioner of Public Safety 
is authorized to appoint a deputy di- 
rector or moving picture censor at an 
annual salary not to exceed $3,500. 

Leave to withdraw has been given 
on the petition of the city for permis- 
sion to issue $2,500,000 outside of the 
debt limit for school house purposes 
and next week we will publish the 
facts in regard to this matter. 

The coinnrtttee of which Represen- 
tative Early is House chairman has 
favorably reported a bill to establish 
a .state constabulary and which will 
undoubtedly be fought hard by the la- 
bor interests. 

The physical training bill is now be- 
fore House Ways and Means and ap- 
pears to be a most harmless measure 
rnd surely has no direct interest on 
Newton. 

Representative Rice is looking after 
the interests of the city in regard to 
the payment of four new bridges which 
will cross the Charles river between 
Boston and Watertown. There is no 
question as to the need of these 
bridges, but there is a decided differ- 


ence as to the apportionment of the 
cost, Newton’s interest lying in the 
amounts to be assessed on the Metro- 
politan district and on Middlesex 
County.

REV. F. ARGENTO SPEAKS OF 
WORK AMONG ITALIANS 


At a meeting of the Newton Hospital 
Social Service League held in the New 
Church Parlors last week Monday, 
Rev. F. Argento spoke on work in 
Newton among the Italians as fol- 
lows : 

‘There are in Newton about 5,000 
Italians or one out of every eight of 
the population. Most of these come 
from the agricultural districts of Italy. 
They have had very little education in 
their own country, but are good, re- 
liable people and good workers. Very 
few Italians strike, and there are few 
criminals among them. 

Many come to this country to get 
money, with the idea of returning to 
their own country in a few T years. 
Frequently, however, they become at- 
tached to this country, and send for 
their wives and children and make 
their homes here. 

The children of such immigrants 
soon become assimilated through the 
public schools. It is the older people 
who form a problem. These naturally 
get together in districts where their 
friends and relatives are and where 
there is some one to interpret English 
for them. When they become more 
successful and attempt to move out, 
they often find difficulty in obtaining 
homes among Americans. Border 
street. West Newton, is one of the 
streets to which they go at first; Oak 
avenue represents a street of the more 
prosperous; still others are scattered 
among the better streets of the city. 

In Italy, most of these Italians were 
good Catholics, but when they come 
over here they largely cease to go to 
any church. Realizing the importance 
of religion in tjie lives of all people, 
religious meetings of a non-sectarian 
character have been held every Sun- 
day afternoon both in West Newton 
and in Nonantum. These have been 
very well attended, sometimes there 
have been as many as 225 at one time 
being present. 

For four years there have been 
clubs among the Italians of West New- 
ton which have been carrying on a 
splendid work. Originally these were 
formed for mutual benefit in case of 
sickness or trouble. In these clubs men 
are taught how to speak in public. 
Whereas, at first confusion reigned in 
a meeting, now meetings are conduct- 
ed with law and order. Americaniza- 
tion is emphasized in these meetings 
and the men prepared for American 
citizenship. More than fifty per cent 
of the members are now American cit- 
izens. 

In Nonantum also there are three 
men’s clubs where Americanization 
work is being carried on. and in New- 
ton Centre, and more recently in New- 
ton Highlands similar clubs have been 
organized. 

The Italian women form a problem 
by themselves. Often they have so 
many children or boarders that there 
is very little time left for outside in- 
terests. Four weeks ago an Italian 
Woman’s Association was started in 
Nonantum which now numbers 29 
members. Here English is especially 
studied. 

To conclude, the work among the 
Italians in Newton embraces social 
work, religious work and American- 
ization work. The aim of the latter is 
to teach the newcomer that America 
stands for something besides money, 
it stands for high ideals and for lib- 
erty and justice for all.”

The following article Is an abstract 
of the address recently delivered by 
Ex-Senator Cartwright before the 
Boston Chnmber of Commerce. Mr. 
Cartwright In his crisp and epigram- 
matic style, points out that the most 
important lesson we have learned in 
the field of industrial relations is that 
the solution to our industrial prob- 
lems lies In a nation-wide educational 
campaign, intensive in character, long 
continued and intelligently. 

Probably one of the most important 
lessons that has been learned by the 
industrial world may he expressed in, 
the words of Mr. M. Edwin Arnold, 
President of the Association of Elec- 
trical Contractors of the State of 
Pennsylvania. 

“What is obtained by force must be 
sustained by force. What is obtained 
by reason and education will sustain 
itself.” 

Most of us have reached the con- 
clusion that we can hope to solve our 
industrial problems only by a nation- 
wide educational campaign, intensive 
in character, long continued, and in- 
telligently directed. 

All of us agree that employer and 
employee are necessary partners in 
the world’s great field of production 
and distribution, and yet, when we 
look back over the industrial history 
of the past forty years, we find these 
two partners arrayed against each 
other in hostile camps. Each year 
has found them more and more 
strongly entrenched. They have failed 
to co-operate as partners must if the 
partnership is to prosper. 

They have tried to solve the prob- 
lems of industry by force. On the 
one hand we have had the policeman’s 
club and the jail sentence, and on the 
other we have had the strike, sabot- 
age, and sometimes syndicalism, and 
other acts of terror. These will not 
solve the problems of industry. 

Suppose employers should so com- 
bine as to succeed in beating labor 
into submission. We would have sul- 
len and unwilling workers and they 
would not earn their salt. American 
industry would languish. We could 
not compete in the markets of the 
world. Capital as well as labor would 
lose. Our economic strength depends 
upon the loyalty and efficiency of la- 
bor as much as upon skill in man- 
agement. 

Suppose our working men, under 
misguided leadership, should succeed 
in beating capital, so called, into sub- 
mission. Capital is timid. Whether 
it be the dollar in the hands of the 
small capitalist or the million dollars 
in the hands of the larger capitalist, 
capital seeks safety in hiding at the 
first signs of danger. 

Business is a tender plant Ijt 
grows only in sheltered places. It 
must be nourished, cultivated, ten- 
derly cared for and encouraged. It 
withers under the hot blast of the 
breath of the agitator, and it dies un- 
der adverse legislation. The agita- 
tor and the demagogue are its great- 
est enemies. 

Working men are tremendously in- 
terested in the stability of business. 
At the first sign of danger they should 
rush to its defense. No business, no 
employment. No employment, no bus- 
iness. You cannot injure either of 
the partners without hurting both. 
Their interests are not only mutual, 
they are identical. 

Labor cannot afford to beat capital 
into submission. If by force they 
should succeed, our private deposit 
boxes will be filled with idle dollars; 
our factories will he filled with idle 
wheels and machinery; and our 
streets, highways and public parks 
will he filled with idle men looking 
for work. Idle dollars mean idle men. 
That is a lesson that the working man 
as well as a sympathetic public must 
learn. 

Just now, we are passing through 
the segment of the economic cycle 
where purchasing power of the peo- 
ple has been temporarily interrupted 
— suspended. One of the' important 
lessons that a study of the panics of 
the past will teach, may be drawn 
from the fact that all of the world’s 
greatest panics, when unemployment 
was most widespread and distress 
most acute, were preceded by and 
were coincident with violent agi- 
tation for some political or social 
nostrum in one or more of the great 
commercial nations. 

The panic of 1816 was marked with 
the agitation for the demonetization 
of gold in England. 

The panic of 1837 was accompanied 
with the agitation for the destruction 
of the United States Bank in America. 

The panic of 1873 was preceded by 
and accompanied with the agitation 
in America that led to the organiza- 
tion of the Greenback Party. 

The panic of 1893 was preceded by 
the agitation in America that led to 
the organization of the People’s Party. 

The present period of readjustment 
has been preceded by the most violent 
gitition in history in all countries 
for the overthrow of the substitution 
therefor of fantastic and impractical 
isms and chisims. 

Yet, I look with confidence into the 
future. America has passed from the 
position of a debtor to that of a credi- 
tor nation. The purchasing power of 
the people will function with the re- 
turn of confidence. America’s recov- 
ory will he rapid. We need only to 
hold the Ship of State on an even keel. 
This is no time to rock the boat. 

We have learned that we cannot 
solve the problems of industry by 
raising wages. Wages went sky high 
during the war and industrial dis- 
turbances multiplied. Some of us 
have learned that wages and hours 
are scientific questions and when 
that great fundamental fact has fil- 
tered through the brains of captains 
of industry and labor leaders, we will 
have made a tremendous stride to- 
ward industrial peace. 

Some wise-acre many yfcura ago in- 
dited the slogun “Labor and Capital 
ire natural enemies. Luhor wants 
high wages and Capital wants low 
wages. They are engaged in an Ir- 
repressible Conflict.” 

That false slogan bus vexed the 
world for hulf a century. They would 
■wive us believe tiiat the struggle that 
-omtuciiced before Moses wus hidden 
in the hull-rushes on the hanks of the 


Nile must rage on through the centu- 
ries till the end of time. 

Nonsense! There is a scientific 
wage that will be best for both labor 
and capital. When that truth pene- 
trates the human mind our greatest 
difficulty will disappear. 

The great market for the products 
of field and factory has been found 
in the wage earners of the country. 
Destroy the payrolls of the private 
enterprises of your city and grass 
will grow In its principal streets. If 
wages are too low in any country, the 
purchasing power of labor is unnec- 
essarily impaired. Business stagnates 
as it does in China. The banker, mer- 
chant, manufacturer, and worker suf- 
fer alike. 

On the other hand, wages may be 
too high. If wages in any country 
are too high, that country cannot com- 
pete with producers of other coun- 
tries and its industries perish. Work- 
ing men lose their jobs. Widespread 
unemployment ensues. The banker, 
merchant, manufacturer and worker 
again suffer alike. 

Between these two extremes there 
is a scientific wage. When the two 
partners discover this fundamental 
truth they will put their feet under 
the same table and figure out this 
scientific wage. Let the future slo- 
gan of industry be “Stop fighting and 
commence figuring.” 

If wages are too high in any coun- 
try the first to sound the note of 
warning should be the labor leader. 
If he is looking to the welfare of his 
constituents and not his own ad- 
vancement in the organization, this 
will be his future course. 

Students have learned, and all of 
our people should know, that the high- 
er the wage, the higher the cost of 
living. When wages were three cents 
a day, the average cost of living was 
three cents a day. When wages rose 
to ten cents a day the cost of living 
rose to ten cents a day. With each 
rise in wages there is a corresponding 
rise in the average cost of living. 

It is a natural economic law. Man 
did not make it, and man cannot re- 
peal nor amend it. And yet, we have 
men who think they are labor leaders, 
yet who think they can improve the 
condition of the worker by raising 
wages per se. Labor cannot lift itself 
over the fence by its own boot straps. 
A wage too high is worse for labor 
than a wage too low’. A poorly paid 
job is better than no job at all. 

Many of us have learned, and the 
rest of us must be taught, that labor 
pays its own wages. Capital does 
not pay wages. It never did. Labor 
must not permit it to do so. If we 
could devise a scheme by which wages 
would be paid by capital, capital 
would speedily fade away. It would 
soon exhaust itself. Labor would go 
unemployed. Civilization would dis- 
appear. Man would go back to the 
jungle. 

Wages must be paid out of produr- 
tion. The greater the production the 
higher will be the wages in any coun- 
try. America has always paid the 
highest wages, because America has 
always produced the most per man 
per day of labor. China has paid the 
lowest wages because China has pro- 
duced the least per man per day. 
Strange that we still have some peo- 
ple who think labor can elevate its 
position by a limitation of output. 

If small output is better for labor, 
China ought to be a workingman’s 
Paradise. When the American work- 
er reduces his product to the level 
of the Chinese output, he will force 
himself to the Chinese standard of 
living. Let the teachers of this false 
doctrine beware. 

Many well meaning people think 
that labor should have a larger 
share of the joint product of the part- 
nership. This belief has grown out 
of a failure to understand the law of 
compensation. If it were possible to 
give labor a larger share I would to 
day be advocating that doctrine. But 
that is not possible. Labor gets it all 
now. Not quite all, but nearly all. 
All that it is possible to give it. 

For more than two thousand years 
the world has been laboring under 
the delusion that when one man grows 
rich other men become corresponding 
ly poor. The world has made a fatal 
blunder. 

We see the tall man go out into the 
orchard. He reaches far up into the 
tree. He gathers the finest fruit and 
the most of it. We all envy that man. 
That is human nature. Then we see 
the shorter men down below, running 
around the bottom of the tree, com- 
peting with each other for the fruit 
that hangs lower down. We all sym- 
pathise with the shorter man. That 1 
also, is human nature. 

But the great blunder that the 
world has made all through the cen- 
turies, has been in the mistaken be- 
lief that they could help the short 
man by cutting off the arms of the 
tall man. That we could make the 
sick man well by making the well man 
sick. That we could make the poor 
man rich by making the rich man 
poor. 

You might as well try to make hair 
grow on a bald head by sheering the 
heads of the seven Sutherland Sis- 
ters. That is not the remedy. The 
only way to help the short man is by 
educating, unfolding, and developing 
him, so that lie may be able to reach 
for himself. What is handed down to 
us rarely does us any good. It often 
does us harm. What we are taught 
to reach and get for ourselves is of 
permanent benefit. 

This predominant truth was learned 
by me when the seeds of socialism 
had been sown in my breuHt and 1 
was wavering at the point of accept- 
ing socialistic! principles — that there 
are two kinds of wealth. Productive 
wealth and what 1 term consumptive 
weulth. These are two distinctly dif- 
j recent types. The farm, the factory. 

1 the railroad and the bank are included 
jin productive weulth. it is true thut 
wiiat they produce becomes consump- 
tive wealth to the consumer. It is for- 
tuuutu tiiat God bus limited man’s ca- 
pacity to consume. It goes back lo 
the story of the tall man who readies 
I for the fruit III the uppermost 
branches of Hie tree. He must hand 
down what lie cannot consume to the 
I shorter men, those men less endowed 
1 with tlm reaching cupadty.

A constant force, power or influence, 
whatever you may call it, is tending I 
to direct the flow of wealth toward 
men who render greater service, to 
the men who possess the greatest 
skill. 

The plea of the socialist agitator 
for-years has been that the world can- 
not go on with the system prevailing 
of one per cent of the people possess- 
ing ninety-nine per cent of the wealth. 
That is the fallacy on which the agi- 
tator builds his arguments. I do not 
believe the statement to be true that 
one per cent possess ninety-nine per 
cent of the wealth. But has not this 
system been applied to art, to music, 
to poetry? 

One per cent of the people are en- 
dowed with the genius of painting 
beautiful pictures. But they must pay 
the price of success. If they do not 
present them to public view, hang 
them on the walls for the benefit of 
the people to enjoy, and buy if they 
will pay the price, their pictures are 
valueless to them. 

One per cent of the people are given 
the power of writing poetry. But their 
poetry must be published or it can not 
be realized upon. 

And so it is with the manager of 
industry. A certain percentage of men 
are gifted with the genius of success- 
fully conducting industry. I don’t 
know how we could improve on this 
system, except by educating and un- 
folding the working class, that they 
may develop hidden genius. 

Sometime ago I was in Edison’s 
plant in New Jersey. I met that grand 
old man for the first time. During 
our conversation he said to me, "Sena- 
tor. can’t we teach the world that cap- 
ital and labor are like the clock and 
the pendulum? The clock cannot 
move without the pendulum, and the 
pendulum cannot move without the 
clock.” 

He also said: “Sometimes I think I 
am a consummate fool. All my life I’ve 
worked 18 hours a day. All I’ve got- 
ten out of it is three meals a day # and 
a chew of tobacco.” 

God prevents the rich man from us- 
ing more wealth than he can con- 
sume. He puts what he cannot con- 
sume back into industry and it is paid 
out to labor. 

Now what we must teach the world 
is that labor must produce more that 
they may share more. 

We have failed to grasp a great fun- 
damental truth. The tall man cannot 
eat any more than the short man. If 
we cut off his arms, just that much 
fruit will rot upon the tree. Nobody 
gets it. If we cut them off still far- 
ther, more fruit rots on the tree. If 
we cut them off until he can reach no 
higher than the rest, he will com- 
pete with them for the fruit lower 
down. 

Let him gather all he can. He can- 
not eat any more than the rest, and 
all that he gathers above what nature 
permits one man to eat, he will pass 
down to those below. He will give 
them employment and opportunity. 
When we cut off his arms, we cut off 
a part of their supply. Nature has 
made him ambitious, greedy, so that 
he will gather all that he can reach. 

That is nature’s way of making him 
work for those below. He cannot eat 
more, but his greed causes him to give 
more employment and opportunity to 
others in order to get more for him- 
self, and as he gets he again gives em- 
ployment to other men. When nature 
bestows any talent upon a man, nature 
requires that man to serve the world 
with that talent in order to enjoy it 
and profit by it. That is Nature’s law 
of compensation.

our forests, only they took 150 years 
for It. We have been stripping every- 
thing clean and have made permanent 
irreparable loss, taking away qualities 
from the soil which can’t he roplaced. 
Two hundred thousand acres are an- 
nually burned over, crippling the soil 
for all time. 

The provisions of the Weeks hill 
passed In 1011 has made a beginning, 
but if the $10,000,000 had been appro- 
priated ten years earlier, wo could 
have saved the situation, which It is 
estimated will take $50,000,000 to ac- 
complish today. The government now 
owns 700 square miles of national 
forest in New Hampshire, which is but 
44 per cent of the original program. 
There have been subsequent grants by 
Congress, $000,000 two years ago, and 
on February 28 of this year, $1,000,000 
was voted to keep the work going, but 
the amount must be divided between 
Maine, New Hampshire, the seven 
southern states, and Arkansas. The 
situation in general to-day is such that 
we must deal with large companies 
who hold the forests, so that with 
small sums of money we can do noth- 
ing at all. The government holds 
70,000 acres of primeval forest in New 
Hampshire. 

The general forestry situation of the 
country has a very real and very im- 
portant message behind it. One-half 
the standing timber of the country to- 
day is west of the Rockies. We are 
using up the forest wood five times as 
fast as it grows. High prices for build- 
ing are largely due to the exhaustion 
of the supply, so that it is time we took 
account of stock. The soft wood is 
practically gone for the whole supply 
of spruce will be cleared out in live 
years; the hard woods are being used 
for purposes unknown a few years ago. 
The oak, walnut, and hickory are gone. 
The government even dug up stumps 
of old Walnut trees in the Middle West 
for gun stocks and paid $360 per 1,000 
for it. The paper used for a single 
Sunday’s edition of the Boston news- 
papers means 1,500 acres of forest 
stripped clean. The whole amount of 
timber will last but 50 years, and we 
can expect no help from Canada, since 
it has passed laws prohibiting the ex- 
porting of timber. We consider the 
housing situation as critical, for lower 
standards of living mean lower stand- 
ards of morals, and way back of the 
housing situation lies the shortage of 
timber. | 

The only remedy is reforestation, 
Thousands of acres of waste lands are 
lying useless producing nothing. It 
remains for us to save the situation 
for the comfort, satisfaction, and 
safety of our descendants depend upon 
it. Mr. Ayers told how Dartmouth Col- 
lege has recently realized $1,000,000 
from harvesting the crop of soft wood 
upon a grant of land, which the Col- 
lege had from the State of New Hamp- 
shire in very early days, and sug- 
gested that it is worth while for in- 
stitutions to hold forests as a safe 
investment. 

Two bills now before Congress, one 
fostered by Gifford Pinchot, and an- 
other known as the Snell bill, were 
commended to the attention of the club 
as ones which must be watched and 
helped, as going to the root of the mat- 
ter. He gave very valuable sugges- 
tions as to the stage in the game when 
letters to Congressmen and Senators 
are of value, namely, when a matter is 
pending in Congress; if in the Senate, 
write your Senators; if in the House, 
your representative. Letters do have 
an effect, but it is stronger, if they get 
there at the right time. The speaker 
commended the work which Massachu- 
setts has already done and approved 
highly the proposition to bond the state 
rather than take the money out of 
current taxes for reforestation matters. 

Questions and discussion after the 
lecture testified to the real interest 
which had been taken in the subject,

At the meeting of the Newton Social 
Science Club on Wednesday morning, 
Mrs. Frank R. Stubbs presented 
thoughtful and exhaustive discussion 
of the subject, “Racial and Economic 
Effects of Immigration.” In opening, 
she stated that her study had led her 
to the conclusion that immigration is 
pernicious to the industrial life of the 
country, and, therefore, she had treat 
ed her subject from that standpoint, 
although she realized others might 
differ from her. Reviewing briefly the 
croups of people who have come to 
the country, she classed those up to 
1783 as colonists, from 1783 to 1880 as 
early immigrants, inspired by manv of 
the desires as the colonists, freedom 
from oppression, the love of adventure 
and romance, and to gain large estate 
and home where they might settle. 
The later immigrants, many of them, 
have come to work in the factories, to 
gain monev and return to their homes 
in the old country, and, therefore, 
have not become assimilated and are a 
menace rather than an asset to the 
country. Among the reasons which 
she gave against unrestricted immi- 
gration and that these later immi- 
grants are undesirable citizens were: 
their illiteracy, the pernicious influ- 
ence of most of their racial news- 
papers, that they for the most part 
live in ethnic communities; their lack 
of intermarriage, their lack of citizen- 
ship and the fact that they are taking 
away or sending home some $250,000,- 
000 each year out of the country’s 
wealth.

There was a strong remonstrance 
jade against a proposed 7-unit garage 
4 Eliot avenue on petition of Jos. F. 
J !obb. Messrs. H. W. Bergfeld, Donald 
cKay and H. F. Pierce spoke in oppo- 
tion and Mr. Cobb in favor. A hand 
)te showed 20 in opposition and but 
in favor. 

Mr. W. L. Vosburgh spoke in favor 


of a sidewalk on Kimball terrace and 
it was opposed by a representative of 
Mrs. Tucker, the owner of the land. 

On the laying out of Canterbury road 
and taking land for a drain from that 
road, Mr. R. M. Davis appeared in 
favor and Mrs. Pettee-White spoke in 
opposition to the present lay out of 
the drain and suggested where it might 
be placed.

Woman’s Association of Central Church 
Addressed by Miss Mills on Wednesday 


MINSTREL SHOW 


The Hunnewell Club Enfertains Ifs Friends at 
Two Laughable Performances 


About tables very artistically decor- 
ated with forsythia. maple blossoms 
and the feathery green of pine, gath- 
ered a large company of women of 
Central Church Woman’s Association 
for the April luncheon. The blessing 
was asked by ‘ Mother Eddy,” whose 
fine sons, “Brewer” and “Sherwood” 
are so widely known and widely loved 
and who is always a welcome guest at 
Central Church. 

Following the luncheon, which was 
unusually appetizing and delicious. 
Rev. M. H. Lichliter offered prayer. 
The president. Miss Abby A. Miller 
then introduced Miss Mills from Smyr- 
na. who spoke upon her work in a 
school for girls in that city. 

Miss Mills said that she found even 
ministers and college presidents 
seemed to have sometimes a rather 
hazy idea of the exact location of 
Smyrna, so she showed its unique po- 
sition on the map, very graphically 
describing its geographical advantages 
and its scenic attractions. 

She briefly sketched her personal 
experiences during the five years 
which she was forced to spend in the 
city on account of the war, years of 
many thrills, such as the explosion of 
bombs smashing every window in the 
building, the food shortage, the epi- 
demics and especially the constant 
fear of the deportation of their Ar- 
menian friends, and she very dramati- 
cally drew the tragic picture of the 
Armenian suffering. Her first-hand 
knowledge of the political situation 
added interest to her story of con- 
ditions in Smyrna though the time was 
too short to speak in detail of this 
side of her experience. 

Miss Mills made a splendid plea for 
the need of continuing her school 
there, saying that it is the only school 
in Smyrna where girls are taught to 
be self-supporting, or. as one of them 
expressed it, “to do things.” 

Seventy-five per cent of the students 
become teachers. Others become in- 
stitution workers, stenographers and 
municipal charity workers, and vari- 
ous other avenues of usefulness are 
opened to these girls through this 
school — not only in their own country, 
but in America. 

In so vast a field, many workers are 
needed and it is the special desire of 
the school to send out teachers and 
social workers to reach those to whom 
the school itself can not minister. In 
the school are Turks, Greeks. Jew- 
esses and Armenians, and Miss Mills 
feels that in this intermingling of the ' 
races each is helped to understand 
the others and to become broader- J 
minded and of clearer vision. 

New buildings are now a necessity ' 
to replace the old unsightly and un- j 
sanitary ones and to raise money for' 
this purpose is a part of Miss Mills's I 
object in her visit to this country. 

The association longs to help all j 
good work, and the interest in Miss i 
Mills’s address caused keen regret ! 
that the year’s budget cannot include ! 
any considerable gift to her school. 

Small donations to the work among j 
the lepers and to an industrial school j 
in Montgomery. Alabama?, were voted | 
by the association, and announcement j

Townsend, on Bellevue street, last 
Monday evening, Mr. Alfred W. Fuller 
read a very Interesting paper on the 
life of the late Thomas Weston, who, 
more than 40 years ago, was one of 
a number of Newton gentlemen who or- 
ganized this club, and who was al- 
ways a most active and interested 
member. 

This tribute to the memory of one 
of Newton’s leading citizens is to be 
enscribed on the minutes of the club 
and the original paper Is to he filed 
away with many others of historical 
Interest In the possession of this club. 
Mr. Fuller’s tribute follows: 

Thomas Weston, A. 31. 

Thomas Weston was horn in Mid- 
dleboro, Massachusetts, June 14, 1834. 
He was the seventh generation from 
Edmund Weston who came over in 
the “Ann” and settled in Duxbury in 
1632. In the direct line there were 
four Edmund Westons and three 
Thomas Westons. The second Ed- 
mund Weston moved from Duxbury to 
Plimpton in 1691 and the house in 
which he lived is still standing, the 
oldest house in Plimpton. 

Ten of Mr. Weston’s ancestors came 
over in the “Mayflower.” Mr. Weston 
was born in the house erected on the 
estate of Peter Oliver, the last Chief 
Justice under the Crown before the 
American Revolution. 

Mr. Weston attended school in Mld- 
dleboro, graduating’ at the age of six- 
teen and at once started teaching 
school in Carver and then in Plimpton. 
When he taught in Plimpton most of 
his scholars were older than he. He 
was anxious to go to college but his 
health prevented. He went to the 
Harvard Law School and was there 
from 1857 to 1859. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1859 and was in actual 
practice for nearly sixty years. He 
began to practice law in Fall River 
and was successful there. He was lo- 
cal counsel for the Old Colony Rail- 
road. Looking for greater opportuni- 
ties, he went to Boston in 1S64, and 
opened an office on Washington street. 
Soon after he moved into the suite of 
offices at 42 Court street. These offices 
were occupied by Rufus Choate for 
the ' last ten years of his life. Such 
was Choate’s fame that for years peo- 
ple would call and ask if they might 
look about the rooms. Mr. Weston oc- 
cupied these offices for thirty years. 

He received the honorary degree of 
A. M. from Amherst College. 

On October 16. 1867, he married Miss 
Ellen S. Childs of Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts. In 1869 he moved to Newton 
and for over fifty years lived in the 
house on Franklin street. 

He represented Newton in the Mas- 
sachusetts House of Representatives in 
1881 and 1882. He was a member of 
the Board of Directors of the Congre- 
gational Home Missionary Society and 
the Congregational Education Society, 
a trustee of the Harvard Theological 
Seminary, also one of the trustees of 
the Pilgrim Memorial Society of Ply- 
mouth, an active member of the New 
England Historical and Genealogical 
Society, a corporate and active member 
of the American Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, and at one time President of the 
Boston Congregational Club. 

He wrote the life of Judge Peter Oli- 
ver, a genealogy of the descendants of 
Edmund Weston for five generations 
and a history of the town of Middle- 
boro. He was an earnest and active 
member of Eliot Church. His Sunday 
noon lectures before a large class of 
both men and women was one of the 
features of tMs Church. At another 
time he was the leader of the young 
men’s Bible Class. He was interested 
in young men and many of them sought 
his advice. He was a safe and sound 
counselor. 

Mr. Weston was also a book collec- 
tor. He had a large and carefully se- 
lected library which contained some 
rare copies. He was familiar with the 
best literature. 

The Monday Evening Club was 
formed November 5. 1880, Mr. Weston 
being one of the original members. At 
his death, which occurred on April 17, 
1920. he was t**e la«t one of the group 
of men who met forty years before to 
establish this circle. Mr. Weston was 
! a life-long historical student. His 
knowledge of the social and religious 
life of the Pilgrims was full and exact. 
The titles of some of his papers read 
before this Club were: “Manners of 
Living and Social Habits of the Pil- 
grims from 1650 to 1750.” "Shav’s Re- 
bellion,” “Sir Walter Scott.” “The In- 
fluence of the French Revolution.’ 

His five minute talks were instruc- 
tive. such as “The Character of Ed 
muml Burke: His Pre-eminence as i 
Statesman.” “The Hartford Convention 
of 1814,” “The Value of the Study of 
Biography.” Through his wide read- 
ing and his interest in history, he 
brought a great deal of information 
into this Club. Whether he spoke on 
Gibbon the historian or Webster the 
orator, there was the same intimate 
knowledge and love of his subject. His 
last paper wns on “The initiative and 
the Referendum,” in February, 1918. 
His Inst appearance at the Club was 
March 17. 1919. He spoke on “Changes 
of Thought in a Nation. The Pro- 
Slave’w Sentiment in the Forties, and 
How Much Uncle Tom’s Cabin (lid to 
Change I his Feeling.” 

His distinguished appearance and 
his courteous manner made him a wel- 
come guest at ull times. It was a 
pleasure to talk with him In his gar- 
den or his library, his chosen environ- 
ments. The atmosphere of his home 
was delightful. 

It was said of the Elder Earl of 
Chatham thut “when you listened to 
him you felt that there wus something 
liner about the man than anything 
which he said.” That same estimate is 
shared by those who have known and 
listened to this Christian gentleman 
and our fellow-member, Thomas Wes- 
ton.

To the Editor of The Graphic: 

At the hearing given by the 
Finance Committee, Wednesday, 
March 30, to tho Newton Taxpayers’ 
Association upon proposed expendi- 
tures of the city for the current year, 
there appears to be such an astonish- 
ing misunderstanding on the part of 
some of the representatives of the as- 
sociation as to the circumstances at- 
tending the introduction of House Bill 
No. G27, authorizing the City of New- 
ton to borrow $2,500,000 outside the 
debt limit for the erection of new 
school buildings, that 1 feel that 
members of the association who were 
not present at the hearing and other 
taxpayers who may have had the same 
misapprehension are entitled to an 
explanation. 

In February, 1920, the School Com- 
mittee brought to the attention of the 
Board of Aldermen the crowded con- 
dition of the schools and the neces- 
sity of providing new school buildings. 
The matter was referred to a joint 
special committee of the Board of 
Aldermen and School Committee, 
which made a report setting forth the 
crowded conditions in the schools at 
present existing and likely to be ag- 
gravated in the future, and suggested 
two alternative methods of relief: 
(1) the enlargement of the high 
school and the erection of new grade 
school buildings; (2) the erection of 
junior high school buildings, which, 
by accommodating the pupils of the 
two higher classes of the grade 
schools and of the lowest classes of 
the high school, would relieve the 
congestion in both high and grade 
schools. The cost of the complete 
program under either plan would be 
between two million and two million 
and a half dollars and would provide 
ample school accommodations for sev- 
eral years to come. The committee 
recommended the immediate erection 
of two junior high schools at the 
cost of approximately one million 
dollars. The Committee on Public 
Buildings, to which this report was 
referred, recommended the erection of 
but one junior high school building 
at the present time, as to erect more 
than one would exhaust the borrow- 
ing capacity of the city. 

As a result of these reports a pub- 
lic hearing was held at City Hall, 
June 7, 1920, to consider the junior 
high school plan and was largely at- 
tended. The matter was then referred 
to the Finance Committee, which re- 
ported that in its opinion it would be 
inexpedient to appropriate money for 
one junior high school building until 
the whole plan had received most 
serious consideration and until the 
city was in a position to carry through 
whatever plan was finally determined 
upon. 

As a result of an informal confer- 
ence between the Mayor, the School 
Committee and the Board of Aider- 
men on July 1, 1920, a special com- 
mission was appointed, consisting of 
three members of the Board of Aider- 
men, two members of the School 
Committee and the Superintendent of 
Schools, to consider the matter of the 
new school program. The under- 
signed was elected chairman of the 
commission. The commission felt 
that the matter was of such import 
ance that the city ought to have the 
advice of some recognized expert out- 
side the city, to determine whether 
the city was not already spending too 
much on its schools, whether any 
economies in the existing school sys- 
tem could be adopted without impair- 
ing the efficiency of the schools, 
whether the adoption of the junior 
high school system in Newton was 
advisable, and if so, how many new 
buildings should be erected, where 
they should be located and what feat- 
ures they should contain. 

The commission conferred with the 
Russell Sage Foundation and other 
educational authorities and as a re- 
sult, with the sanction of the Mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen, in No- 
vember, 1920, engaged Dr. James H. 
Van Sickle, Superintendent of Schools 
of Springfield, Mass., an educator of 
national reputation, to make a survey 
of the Newton schools and to give the 
city his advice on the matters in 
question. 

Dr. Van Sickle started on his un- 
dertaking at once and has made a 
most thorough examination of the 
Newton school system. His report in 
draft form is now in the hands of the 
commission and it is expected that it 
will be received in final form very 
shortly. In the meantime, the ques- 
tion of being in a position to act in 
case it was found advisable, as a re- 
sult of his report, to adopt a definite 
plan calling for a larger expenditure 
than could be incurred under the gen- 
eral laws was brought up, and since 
January 15 was the last day for in- 
troducing new bills in the Legisla- 
ture, the bill in question was intro- 
duced. It was, however, expressly 
and emphatically stated in the Board 
of Aldermen and, as I supposed, un- 
derstood by everyone interested in the 


matter, that in Introducing this bill, 
the board was merely placing the city 
government In a position where it 
could act If it saw fit to do so after 
It had had the opportunity of study- 
ing I)r. Van Sickle’s report, and that 
the board, by Introducing the hill, did 
not commit Itself to any plan, or any 
new buildings or any expenditure 
whatever. 

The bill wbh referred to the legis- 
lative committee on Municipal Fi- 
nance and consideration was post- 
poned to as late a date as possible at 
the request, of representatives of the 
city. When it. became apparent that 
Dr. Van Sickle’s report would not be 
received in season to be submitted to 
the public and passed upon by the 
board in time for action by this year’s 
Legislature, it was of course impossi- 
ble to press the bill and the Com- 
mittee on Municipal Finance was so 
notified and the bill with the full ap- 
proval of the city government given 
leave to withdraw. 

I was much surprised to learn that 
some taxpayers supposed that the 
Board of Aldermen in introducing the 
bill had sanctioned the expenditure of 
$2,500,000 of the city’s money and took 
the trouble to record their opposition 
to the bill. The board, after employ- 
ing an expert to advise them on the 
matter, would hardly come to a de- 
cision without waiting to hear his ad- 
vice, or pass without a word of dis- 
cussion a vote upon a matter with 
respect to which they have already 
shown such a strong inclination to 
proceed with caution and delibera- 
tion. The taxpayers may, I feel, rest 
assured that no action will be taken 
with respect to the school building 
program until the public has had an 
opportunity to examine and study Dr. 
Van Sickle’s report, and until hear- 
ings have been held at which the tax- 
payers of the city, organized and un 
organized, have had full opportunity 
to be heard.

Preparation of the Garden 

The preparation of the seed bed has 
a marked influence on the quality and 
quantity of vegetables grown in the 
garden. Almost every garden plot is 
lacking in humus unless it was 
seeded with rye or clover last fall. 
The only means of supplying this de- 
ficiency is by a liberal application of 
well-rotted stable manure. At least 
one two-horse load for every 1,000 
square feet must be applied before the 
ground Ir spaded. On old garden 
plots the soil should be turned com- 
pletely over to a depth of eight inches. 
This will bring new plant food nearer 
the surface, where it will become 
available for those vegetables that 
have short, flberous roots. 

The soil of most gardens is some- 
what acid and many of the most com- 
mon vegetables, of which beets are a 
noteable example, will be of much 
higher quality if lime is applied every 
year. Agricultural lime or ground 
limestone should be worked into the 
surface of the garden with a rake at 
the rate of 100 pounds to every 1,000 
square feet. 

Stable manure is rich in nitrogen 
and potash, but lacking in phosphor- 
ous. In order to provide a well bal- 
anced fertilizer." acid phosphate may 
be applied at the rate of 25 pounds to 
1.000 square feet. This can he done at 
the same time and in the same man- 
ner as the lime. Both of these chemi- 
cals are very low in cost compared 
with the ready mixed fertilizers and 
when used in conjunction with stable 
manure will give most desirable re- 
sults. 

When manure is not available, it 
pays to fertilize liberally with a high 
grade fertilizer containing three to 
four percent nitrogen, eight to ten 
percent phosphoric acid and four to 
six percent potash. It is safest to 
apply this fertilizer broadcast at the 
rate of 50 pounds to 1.000 square feet 
and rake it in thoroughly. 

All garden soils contain some plant 
food, which can only be made avail- 
able by breaking up the soil into the 
very finest particles. This means deep 
and careful spading, a fine seed bed 
and intensive cultivation while the 
crop is growing.

JOHN BURROUGHS 

On the west bank of the Hudson 
River, a little above Poughkeepsie, is 
West Park. Though its 1910 popula- 
tion was only 75, yet the residence 
there of one man. John Burroughs, 
has made this small place known the 
world over. Here Burroughs has 
lived the most of the time since 1S74. 
on a farm, devoting his time to liter- 
ature and fruit culture. Earlier than 
that he taught school, was a treasury 
clerk for ten years and another ten 
years a national bank examiner.

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EDITORIAL 


The passage of the annual budget 
by the aldermen with but a single 
change in the report of the Finance 
committee, shows how carefully and 
t.horoly that committee lias done its 
work. The total of nearly two and a 
half millions is not a cheerful sight for 
the tax payers, and it is lucky if we 
have any reduction in the present high 
rate of $27.20. We can only hope that 
the receipts from various sources, 
which have been figured abnormally 
low. may be higher than estimated 
and. give us some relief in that direc- 
tion. Jh the meantime prepare for a 
$27 tax rate. 


We do not believe that the apparent- 
ly eternal question of labor and capital 
will ever be adjusted, not to say, set- 
tled, until there is a complete agree- 
ment that production shall be the unit 
of measure. Labor unions can do their 
members no greater service than to 
aim towards increased production. The 
public will forgive much, if it can have 
the goods and the service. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


This has been quite a busy week on 
Beacon Hill, with many important mat- 
ters either in committee or before the 
Senate and House. 

Possibly the most important from a 
Newton point of view was the recom- 
mendation of the Tax Commissioner 
that the 1 r 'r additional tax on wages — 
or business income, which has been in 
force the past two years should be con- 
tinued. A great many persons evi- 
dently thought that this was an addi- 
tional tax and had become quite exer- 
cised at the prospect. But even when 
it was shown that it was merely a con- 
tinuation tax, there was considerable 
opposition. In the first place none of 
the receipts from the income tax aids 
in state expenses, for all of this in- i 
come, less the cost of collection, must 
be distributed among the various cities 
and towns in the state. The 1 r ,c tax 
yielded something over $2,600,000 last 
year and if again authorized would 
probably yield over $2,000,000 even 
under present business depression. If 
not authorized, it will therefore mean, 
that each city and town will have just 
so much less revenue from the state 
and must, either reduce its appropria- 
tions or increase its rate or valuations. 
To one who is both an income tax payer 
and an owner of real estate, there will 
be no escape, he will pay either one 
way or another. It would seem, how- 
ever, that it might work out better, if 
the 1 Cr tax was abolished and the city 
^nd town fathers were forced to scru- 
tinize their appropriations more care- 
fully. The Tax Commissioner also had 
a bilk to take 3 r r of the receipts from 
the iiCJpoje'.tax for general^state pur- 
poses' tints opening up an entirely. pew 
field, as it has always been understood 
that in collecting the income tax, the 
state merely acted as an agent; for 
jfche' cities and towns. The fear is ^ex- 
pressed that if 3'i is taken this year, 
it will soon be easy to take a larger 
and larger percentage each year, and 
eventually, the state will grab all the 
income tax receipts for itself. The 
Tax Commissioner also favors a re- 
duction in the amount of exemption in 
the income tax from $2000 to $1500. 
With over 155.000 income tax payers 
now on the books this would yield 
something over $600,000 from this class 
alone, and of course there would be 
many thousands of new tax payers, 
who are now just under the $2000 ex- 
emption It is usually a good thing to 
bring all classes of citizens into per- 
sonal touch with their government 
thru a tax bill, and on this line there 
are many who would favor a further 
reduction to $1000. While this is de- 
sirable, it would hit the man who is 
now paying on an income between 
$2000 and $4000 quite heavily, and his 
circumstances should have some con- 
sideration. 

The Senate has broken away f.om 
its former conservative habit and by a 
vote of 20 to 15 has passed the anti- 
vaccination bill. S“n. Naphen upheld 
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the traditions of this district by voting 
against the bill. Most of the persons 
who favor this letting down of the 
bars have never seen, and we hope 
they never will, ft case of small pox. 
I venture to predict, that any one who 
has ever come in contact, even so 
slightly, with this loathsome disease 
will go the limit in every line of pre- 
vention in the future. Will Carlton 
has said in one of his ballads, to the 
effect that “to appreciate heaven well, 
man must have some minutes in hell." 
lA*t us hope that in our present 
“heaven" from small pox. we don’t for- 
get that “hell” is ready and waiting 
to take every advantage of our lack of 
vigilance. 

In the House ofl Wednesday the prop- 
osition to returiv-to the state conven- 
tion plan for pAtty nominations for 
secretary, attorney general, state treas- 
urer and auditor was badly defeated, 
altfco evei^' cafavass which hns been 
made thruout the state showed an over- 
whelming majority in its favor. 

Considerable debate was expected 
when the vaccination bill came be- 
fore the House late yesterday after- 
noon, and there was some question 
about letting it go over until this 
morning. On the suggestion that the 
bill might take its second reading and 
go over until to-day. a vote was taken 
and the bill rejected by a vote of 
100 to 21. 

The House overturned an adverse 
report of the committee on Wednes- 
day and passed a bill to give disabled 
veterans a preference for appointment 
in such places as their disability 
would permit. It is a matter of re- 
gret that there seems to be a radical 
change in public sentiment in legis- 
lation concerning the veteran over 
what was the case two and three 
years ago. Then, the veteran could 
have anything he wanted. Now, al- 
ihort every bill affecting the veteran 
is viewed with disfavor. It is a con- 
dition not at all creditable to those 
who have created it.

“Every club a training camp for 
citizenship and Citizenship Day to be 
made an annual event, a solemn time 
when all new citizens are impressed 
with their responsibilities and their 
privileges as voters in the world’s 
grentest commonwealth,” is t lie plan 
being proposed by Mrs. Percy V. 
Pennybacker, chairman of the depart- 
ment of American Citizenship, and 
former president of the General Fed- 
eration. It is suggested that this day 
be made a part of the July Fourth 
celebration. “No matter what other 
celebrations are listed, let a pnrt of 
that day which commemorates the 
time when American citizenship be- 
came an actuality in the world, be 
given to a noble welcome extended by 
the whole community to the boys and 
girls who have come of age during 
the year and to the foreign born who 
have become citizens.” Referring to 
the foreign born, Mrs. Pennybacker 
suggests: “Our aliens bring rich gifts. 
We turn them away with a hostile 
look and a cheap nick-name for their 
nationality. The alien who becomes 
a citizen of the United States should 
| feel the dignity no less than the 
knights of old, who prepared for the 
rites of knighthood by fasting and 
prayer.” 

Mrs. Thomas G. Winter, the present 
president of the Federation, in com- 
mending this new observance, says: 
“There should be a procession and 
flags; there should be music for your 
feet to march by; there should be 
wise words uttered on the meaning of 
citizenship in this greatest of all 
democracies; there should be a proud 
welcome given by dignitaries of the 
community in the presence of massed 
crowds of relatives; and the genera- 
tion a little older, the young men who 
fought for the land, should be there to 
point the onward hand to the newer 
Americans. 

“This is much more than a show 
and a procession. It is a symbol with 
all the tremendous significance that 
symbols have in human understand- 
ing, of both the meaning and the con- 
tinuity of America.” 

In Massachusetts, the State Federa- 
tion is referring the matter to the 
Civics department and urging the 
clubs to take it up at once by consult 
ing local authorities to see whereby 
the idea may be incorporated into lo- 
cal celebrations.

Telephone Employees Show Their 
Appreciation of John H. Gordon 


PREACHES FIRST SERMON 

Rev. George L. Parker Comes lo Newton Centre 
Unitarian Church 


While Mr. John H. Gordon of Com- 
monwealth avenue, formerly District 
Traffic Manager of West Newton Dis- 
trict of the N. E. Tel. & Tel. Co., was 
entertaining some friends at his home 
Friday night he suddenly received a 
call from the Newton Catholic Club, 
telling him that his presence at the 
club was urgently needed. Jumping 
into his machine, Mr. Gordon hastened 
to the club, and was told that he was 
wanted in the main hall. As he en- 
tered the hall, he was greeted with 
“Hail, Hail, the Gang’s All Here,” and 
found himself surrounded by about 
300 people, comprising his former 
working force, gathered to tender him, 
a surprise party and farewell recep- 
tion. The "victim” was completely 
taken by surprise at the suddenness 
of the greeting, and for some moments 
apparently lost his usual self-control. 

He was escorted to a chair on the 
stage, and then, while the operators, 
clerks, and others whc had been un- 
der his direct supervision cheered 
themselves hoarse, Assistant Traffic 
Manager Myron Williams, in behalf of 
the entire force presented Mr. Gordon 
with a handsome leather chair. Mr. 
Gordon, when the cheering subsided, 
responded to the presentation with a 
few well-chosen remarks, in which he 
thanked those present and absent for 
their loyalty to him in business and 
for their friendship for him out of 
business. 

Telephone employees were present 
from every exchange in the West New- 
ton district, namely, West Newton, 
Centre Newton, Newton North, Brigh- 
ton, Wellesley, Waltham, Lincoln and 
Needham. 

Following the presentation a num- 
ber of musical selections were offered, 
including vocal solos by Elizabeth 
Coady and Mary Rycroft of West 
Newton, Mary McGovern and Miss 
Hennessy of Newton North, and Agnes 
Kane of Waltham. 

Mr. Gordon was recently trans- 
ferred to the Dorchester district, the 
largest in Greater Boston, but he will 
still retain his residence in Auburn- 
dale. 


The Rev. George Lawrence Parker, 
formerly minister of the American 
Church in Petrograd, began his pas- 
torate in the Newton Centre Unitarian 
Church Sunday. He was welcomed 
by a congregation that filled the 
church. 

“ The testimony is universal that a 
badly adjusted world has suffered ship- 
wreck,” he said. “ That old world was 
not totally wrong; there is no need to 
join the pessimists who say so. But it 
was a badly adjusted world. We had 
increased the pressure of the steam 
in our boilers but had forgotten to in- 
quire whether or not the machine it- 
self could stand the increased pres- 
sure. 

“ In social practices we have been 
living under twentieth century pres- 
sure with only fifteenth century minds. 
In education we have been trying to 
turn out twentieth century minds from 
moulds that were cast in the middle 
ages. And in religion we have con- 
tinued to use phrases and still more 
tragically to cling to certain sub- 
merged and half-understood ideas that 
in our hourly and daily consciousness 
never once touched us personally. 

“ Our real personality had far out- 
stripped our expressions of faith, yet 
we were half ashamed to say so. 

" Tb“ result has been that the thing 


the modern world has moat needed haa 
been just the thing she has been 
robbed of, namely, some unfailing sup- 
ply of character that could form the 
casing and the background for the 
magnificent power opened to us by 
modern science and thought, the pres- 
sure not only of our inventions but the 
enlarged vision of thought that natur- 
ally has accompanied those Inventions. 

“ Somehow we let the age get ahead 
of us. It ran quickly and ran far and 
because we were afraid to follow we 
lagged behind dragging our weary and 
almost dead body of faith. Like strag- 
gling children we cried out our com- 
plaint, because we could not keep up. 

“Out of childlike spiritual weari- 
ness, homesickness and vast human 
discontent came an avalanche of criti- 
cism. We became critics of each 
other, backbiting neighbors, desplsers 
of other nations, and of God. And out 
of this came war. War was bound to 
come out of it. for war was in it. 

“ The hopeful sign now is that we 
realize as never before that there must 
be renewed or created a new spiritual 
speed, power or faculty, call it as we 
please, to match our mental pace and 
our mechanical ingenuity. ‘ We can- 
not live half slave and half free’; the 
material freedom of our day and its

Before a large audience in Central 
Church parlors, last Friday evening. 
Rev. James L. Barton gave a very il- 
luminating account of the London 
conference, which he attended as a 
representative of the American Mis- 
sionary interests. 

Dr. Barton apologized for the very 
gloomy view of the situation which he 
was obliged to take to give an hon- 
est expression of his own opinion of 
the matter. He said, in part: 

This conference was called to set- 
tle the Turkey treaty and the indem- 
nity to he required of Germany. Five 
great counales were represented — 
England, France, Greece, Japan and 
Italy.” 

Dr. Barton insisted that Armenia 
should he given a hearing and suc- 
ceeded, although nothing was settled 
for the relief of the unfortunate peo- 
ple. Nothing was done to protest 
against the Armenian and Greek 
atrocities, now going on. if reports are 
true, in almost as terrible a horror as 
during the war. 

England is busy at home, France is 
withdrawing troops because of the 
great expense of maintaining her army. 
Italy, in selling guns to the Bolshe- 
viki, is really furnishing arms to tight 
France. England is constantly sus- 
picious that France and Italy are 
seeking favor with Turkey. There is 
no settlement of the Turkish situation 
from the Dardanelles to the Caspian 
Sea, from Mesopotamia to the Persian 
Gulf. 

On every hand Dr. Barton heard the 
cry, “We need America in this con- 
ference.” There is no philanthropy 
among the five nations represented. 
Each one is trying to get what it can 
to hold all it gets and to get more if 
possible. The moral issue must be 
presented by the United States. Ques 
tions are being settled not on the 
basis of right, but 
might. It needs

of taculties, as formerly, but we aim 
to teach them to meet the conditions 
in which they find themselves training 
them not only to know what to do, but 
to do it. 

She showed posters made by pupils 
in their regular English and Drawing 
work with health subjects such as 
“Drink more milk,” Eat more fruit, 
etc. 

The importance of measuring and 
weighing was emphasized — pupils are 
weighed monthly. 

Three places in the United States 
stand out prominently in the health 
movement: Utah, Kansas City. Mo., 
and Newton. 

In connection with the special 
Health Classes for children — is the 
work of the school nurse who goes 
tactfully into the homes where the 
need of instruction to parents is es- 
sential. The establishment of a daily 


The last supper of the season was 
held at Eliot Church on Wednesday 
night. More than 200 people were pres- 
ent. After a very enjoyable musical 
program by Miss Davidson and Mr. 
Burns of Atlantic, Mr. Henry I. Har- 
riman, the speaker of the evening, was 
introduced. Mr. Harriman spoke on 
"Some of the Industrial Requirements 
of New England.” 

The speaker began by a brief sur- 
vey of the chief features of the Treaty 
of Versailles, because, he said, these 
had a vital effect on the world today. 
The three problems dealt with in this 
treaty, Mr. Harriman said, were the 
question of reparation, the securing 
of safety, and the question of bound- 
aries. 

The first, according to the speaker, 
should have been settled not on the 
basis of money, but, on the basis of 
labor and materials. As for the sec- 
ond, the League of Nations, based as 
it is on the use of force, is simply a 
league for enforcing the terms of the 
Allies. In regard to the third, the 
settlement of boundaries according to 
the “self-determination of nations,” is 
the utmost folly. This theory utterly 
disregards natural boundaries and is 
a great blunder. 

New England at the present time is 
suffering not only from the war, but 
from mal-adjustment. The essential 
requirements of industrial New Eng- 
land are an abundant supply of fuel 
and power, and free transportation. 

Of all of the available methods of 
transportation for New England the 
route by way of the Great Lakes and 
the St. Lawrence River is the most 
important. More tonnage passes 
through the Erie Canal than through 
the Suez. This route extends 1,000 
miles. A great organization has re- 
cently been formed by the governments 
of Canada and the United States to 
study the enginering problems con- 
nected with this route. The difficulties 
connected with Niagara are already 
overcome so that in two years the 
large, t vessels can go from Erie to 
Ontario. There remains only the 
problem of the St. Lawrence rapids. 

The power of the St. Lawrence is to 
be made available by means of three 
dams created at a cost of two-thirds 
of the cost of the Panama Canal. Al- 
though the cost will be great, the 
amount of energy will be equally 

rent The cities of New England are 
600 miles from their coal supply. The 
amount of power which they will re- 
ceive by means of this new project will 
put New England on a par with the 
coal-bearing cities of the AVest. 

This tremendous power will he 
shared with New York, and will be 
used in three ways, namely, for rail- 
roads, public utilities, such as light 
and beat, and industries. Enough pow- 
er will be released to turn every wheel 
in New England. A direct water com- 
munication will be established between 
the cities of New England and those 
of the Middle West which will enable

Preceding his dance, we have 
beautiful section descriptive of the 
jedding guests, of Hiawatha, and of 
/Iinnehaha, and of the elaborate 
kmrse dinner of the feast, served “in 
Silence.” 

In contrast to the wild abandon of 
au-Puk-Kee-Wis, is the second theme, 
lie song of “the gentle Chibiabos — 
he sweetest of all singers” — a song 
•xquisitely lovely in its melody, ac- 
:ompanied by the wood instruments, 
"his song was sung by Mr. Paul 
Velscli who received a hearty and ap- 
reciative encore. 

Lastly, Iagoo, the “great boaster,” 
le “marvelous story teller” is called 
pon.

EDITORIAL 


The greatly increased use of the 
automobile has created a public de- 
mand for wider streets and the round- 
ing of corners at dangerous places. At 
first glance this seems to be the proper 
solution as the wide street apparently 
remedies the evil and at the same 
time appeals to our sense of civic 
pride. But the real evil — the danger- 
ous rate of speed of the automobile — 
is not reached in this way, and indeed 
it is undoubtedly true that is is even 
increased through the open invitation 
of a more open road. Some believe 
that the remedy lies in purposely ne- 
glecting our roads, but this appears to 
be a case of cutting off one’s nose to 
spite one’s face. Let us suggest that 
the trouble at dangerous corners 
might be somewhat decreased if the 
road bed as it approaches such places, 
is constructed of rough cobble stones 
so laid that a rapid moving machine 
would be liable to break a spring un- 
less speed was reduced. We under- 
stand that this suggestion has never 
been considered by road builders and 
it would seem as if it might be tried 
at the junction of Walnut and Beacon 
streets in this city, where the pro- 
posed widening will cost many thous- 
ands of dollars. 

When the people of this country 
learn that the unit of measure should 
be that of production and not hours, 
or wages, or working conditions, then, 
and not till then, will we have a solid 
basis on which capital, management, 
and labor can stand together. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


The House has had a busy time this 
week, largely over the fate ol one 
measure, that to allow volunta.y or- 
ganizations to sue or to be sued. Or- 
ganized labor has formed the opinion 
that this bill was aimed at them, uud 
has mustered its cohorts accordingly 
and opposed the bill at every stage, 
both by debate and roll call. Three 
roll calls were held on one day, be- 
sides the vote on the final passage 
yesterday. A roll call was demanded 
first on an amendment to spec.fically 
exempt labor unions from it3 pro- 
visions, and which was defeated by 
about 100 majority, 59 votes being cast 
in its favor. On a motion to refer to 
next year, 90 voted in favor to 120 
opposed while on its passage to third 
reading the vote was 100 to 117. Yes- 
terday on its final passage the vote 
was 98 to 116. All three of Newton’s 
representatives voted for the bill. 

The present law recognizes but two 
entities, the individual and the organ- 
ized corporation. A voluntary organ- 
ization, like a club, or syndicate, can 
only be reached by service on each one 
of its members — and in large bodies it 
is not only difficult to reach every 
member, but it is also expensive. The 
new law will allow the voluntary as- 
sociation to be reached through its of- 
ficers, just as an organized corpora- 
tion is now treated, it is a most rea- 
sonable bill and the opposition of or- 
ganized labor is most unwise. 

There was also considerable debate 
over the bill to require Boston school 
teachers to have equal pay for equal 
woik. The bill, while defeated on a 
standing vote, was passed by a vote of 
111 to 100 when a roll call was de- 
manded. Later in the week it was de- 
feated oil a voice vote, without enough 
votes to require a roll call. This bill 
.appeared to me to be merely one other 
•step to give school teachers the rights 
which belong to them, and which have 
been partially recognized in the re- 
cent increase in pay of both men and 
women. It also appeared that a wom- 
an teacher in the same study and with 
the same number ol pupils as a man 
teacher, received from $500 to $7u0 le3s 
compensation. Also that women prin- 
cipals having charge of one or more 
male teachers, supervising and laying 
out their work, were paid some $50d 
less than their subordinates. For 
these reasons, I supported the bill, 
although both my colleagues voted in 
opposition.

HONOR SHOULD B£ AMERICA’S 


Washington Man Really Was the Frst 
to Demonstrate Possibilities of 
\tyireless Telegraphy. 

A dentist living !n Washington, D. 

C., Invented, patented and demon- 
strated wireless telegraphy before 
Marconi was born. Had It not been 
for the attitude of big newspapers and 
the stubbornness nnd lack of vision of 
congress, this country today would be 
enjoying tbe honor, distinction nnd 
credit of presenting wireless telegra- 
phy to tbe world. The name of this 
comparatively unknown inventive gen- 
ius Is Mahlon Loomis. Back In the 
sixties nnd seventies he eked out a 
modest living by plugging molars nnd 
making “store" teeth for the politi- 
cians and social leaders of Washing- 
ton. Doctor Loomis called his discov- 
ery "aerial telegraphy.” Ills first pub- 
lic demonstration was made In 1800 
from tbe two peaks of the Blue Ridge 
mountains In Virginia, some 18 tulles 
apart. From each peak an ordinary 
kite was elevated, connected with an 
insulated copper wire attached at the 
lower end to a telegraphing appa- 
ratus. The operators of each party 
were provided with telescopes, with 
which they could sight from one sta- 
tion to the other nnd rend the signals. 
When all was in rend I ness a message 
was sent by the doctor along the wire 
of his kite, and was received, at the 
station on the other mountain top just 
ns though the two kites had been con- 
nected with a wire In the ordinary 
way. In this mnnner communications 
were kept up until the fact was thor- 
oughly demonstrated that telegraphing 
could be done as readily without as 
with connecting wires. 


DOG RELAYS CALL OF ’PHONE 


Well-Trained Animal Said Never to 
Make a Mistake in Notifying 
His Mistress. 

Not far from Boston lives n dog by 
the name of Tlmbuctoo, a dog which 
has never been trained but which of 
Its own accord acquired a “trick” 
which besides being clever Is decidedly 
helpful. His home Is on a farm, which 
Is served by a seven-party telephone 
line. The call at Timbuctoo’s house 
Is five bells, or ns the toll operator 
would say, “Ring five.” Wherever his 
mistress Is when the telephone rings 
five times Tlmbuctoo will go to her 
nnd give five short, sharp barks. He 
has never been known to make a mis- 
take either by barking more or less 
than five barks, or by enlling his mis- 
tress when the bell rings some other 
call. 

In order to “show off Tlmbuctoo,” 
his mistress asks a neighbor to call 
her In a few minutes, then she goes 
somewhere out of rnnge of the tele- 
phone, nnd Tlmbuctoo never fails to 
give proof of his trustworthy sum- 
moning. 


Cadets* Great Ride. 

Two hundred nnd fifty senior cadets 
of Victoria, B. C., have recently com- 
pleted a 1, 400-mlle ride on bicycles, 
beating dispatches from the state com- 
mandant to tbe minister for defense. 
The small riders averaged more than 
14 miles an hour, and they completed 
their tusk 0 hours and 23 minutes 
ahead of schedule. This fine perform- 
ance roused public interest in the new 
system of cadet training, which has 
taken the place of the monotonous 
drill-yard evolutions. Australia Is 
training its youngest soldiers in 
camaraderie, self-sacrifice, alertness 
nnd a love of athletics. The story of 
the 1, 400-mlle ride against unex- 
pected obstacles has set a standard 
which will not be easily forgotten by 
tbe Australian boy. While the dis- 
patch ride has done much to direct 
attention to a happier system of train- 
ing. it has also served to awaken the 
Interest of fathers and elder brothers. 


Eggs From the Orient. 

A train of 25 curs, loaded entirely 
with Japanese and Chinese eggs, left 
Vancouver, B. C., the other day, bound 
for New York. The train was made 
up of nine carloads sent over from 
Seattle to be attached to sixteen car- 
loads of eggs from the steamer Em- 
press of Russia. The eggs from Seattle 
wore delivered by Japanese liners. 
The eggs, with the exception of 1,500 
cases for London. England, and 1,000 
cases for Montreal, were all consigned 
to New r York. The shipment to the 
latter point consisted of approximate- 
ly 17,500 cases of 30 and 30 dozen 
each, or about 0,500,000, more than an 
egg for breakfast for every man, wom- 
an and child In New York city.

American school children, through 
the agency of the Junior Red Cross, 
are making possible the teaching of 
trades to the children of Albania. The 
first vocational training school in that 
country is located at Tirana. It was 
established by representatives of the 
Junior Red Cross of America and Is 
being maintained by that organization 
In addition to providing machinery 
and equipment for this school, tbe 
Junior Red Cross Is supplying books, 
maps, globes, pencils nnd all sorts of 
school supplies to the public schools, 
which were stripped of all equipment 
during the war. Particularly enter 
tabling and Instructive to the Albanian 
children are the colored pictures sent 
overseas by tbe American children.

A VIE W OF SEC RETARY WEEKS

When there was nothing more 
inparently that he had to say. he con- 
iuded the audience very deftly. 

“ *He’s a different guy. ain’t he? ’ was 
one correspondent’s observation as we 
oassed out of the room. ‘One of the 
biggest men in the government.’ he 
added. * Gives the impression of know- 
ing as much about that job now as 
Baker did when he left.’"

Gardeners who have not worked out 
a definite plan will do well to have one 
In mind before starting to plant. All 
vegetables should be planted in long 
rows rather than in raised beds. This 
saves both labor and space and pre- 
vents the escape of moisture. Tall 
growing vegetables should he placed 
on the north side of the plot so they 
will not shade the smaller plants. 

In well-cultivated plots root crops 
can he grown in rows 14 Inches apart. 
Peas, beans and plants of that size 
can be 24 Inches apart and the largest 
vegetables need only 30 Inches between 
rows. Early, quick-growing crops like 
lettuce, radishes and onion sets can 
be planted In the same row with slow- 
er growing vegetables and they will 
he harvested and out of the way be- 
fore the space is needed by the per- 
manent crop. 

Most hack-yard gardeners fail to 
take advantage of the possibilities of 
raising two and three crops on one 
area during the season. Late beans, 
beets, lettuce and turnips can easily 
follow early peas, beans, carrots, let- 
tuce and radishes. Tomatoes can be 
set or corn and beans planted between 
rows of peas two weeks before the 
vines are to be pulled out, and by do- 
ing this between every other row It is 
possible to pick the peas and pull the 
vines without walking on the newly 
planted area. 

The present season is fully two 
weeks in advance of last year. Those 
who have not already done so will do 
well to plant peas, radishes, lettuce 
spinach and beets this week. 

It is not wise to postpone the pur- 
chase of garden seeds any longer. 
Already many of the most desirable 
varieties have been exhausted in some 
places. Poor seeds result in a thin 
stand of weak plants. It is especially 
important in small gardens that every 
inch of ground should be utilized. In 
order to be sure of uniform high 
quality in seeds they should be pur- 
chased direct from some reputable 
seed house.

Dr. Payson Smith, commissioner of 
education for Massachusetts, gave a 
most enlightening address before the 
Newton Social Science Club Wednes- 
day morning on “The Responsibility 
of the State in Education.” In review- 
ing briefly the subject nationally, he 
stated that Massachusetts ranks ninth 
among the states of the country. It 
may be truly said that we have a na- 
tional system of education and as 
truly that we have no national sys- 
tem. But we have found that pupils 
transferred from one state to another 
adjust themselves very readily to the 
educational system of that state. 
There is constitutionally no Federal 
control of education. The states on 
the other hand recognize a responsi- 
bility in that matter and from a recent 
survey made of the constitutions of 
the different states Dr. Smith found 
no state that makes no reference to 
education. In Massachusetts, the 
town derives its responsibility in the 
matter from the state rather than 
from itself. The state recognizes its 
responsibility in four different ways. 
First, an equality o! educational op- 
portunity; not the same kind of edu- 
cation for every child, but that the 
etate help every child to attain to the 
fulness of his own development. The 
function of public education is to train 
the 5 horse power child to his five 
horse power capacity and not to the 
twenty-five horse power capacity, of 
some other child, and on the other 
hand, not to hold back the twenty-five 
horse power child to the five horse 
power capacity. This is not an easy 
thing to bring about in a democracy. 
A second responsibility of the state is 
to equalize the costs of education in 
different communities. Brookline, for 
instance, has a large valuation and a 
limited number of children, while 
Chelsea with a small valuation has a 
large number of children. In this 
matter of equalization Massachusetts 
has moved more slowly than many 
other states. As a third responsibil- 
ity, the state should make use of cen- 
tralized machinery for seeing that edu- 
cational laws are enforced. Its fourth 
responsibility is in dealing with spe-

The Forum in Newtonville is con- 
ducted l)>* a committee representing 1 
the men’s clubs of several churches, 
and was tried out this year as an 
experiment. The interest shown in it j 
seems to warrant its continuance as ! 
a medium for public consideration and j 
discussion of timely subjects.

Walmn Neighborhood Club House 
proved a delightful plnce for the an- 
nual meeting and luncheon of the Bos- 
ton Mount Holyoke Alumnae Associa- 
tion on Saturday, April 9. Mrs. Her- 
bert S. Kimball of W’aban, president 
of the association, presided over the 
business meeting, which was held be- 
fore the luncheon. A delicious and 
substantial luncheon was served un- 
der the direction of Mrs. Wilbur D. 
Gilpatrlc of Auburndale, at which 
President Mary E. Woolley was the 
guest of honor. Following the lunch- 
eon Miss Woolley made an urgent 
plea for the Endowment Fund, which 
it is expected to complete before com- 
mencement. She mentioned as among 
Mount Holyoke’s assets the fine plant, 
its beauty of surroundings, the body 
of faculty, concerning whom she quot- 
ed opinions of heads of other institu- 
tions. and the alumnae themselves. 
Miss Woolley explained the present 
and immediate need for completing the 
fund that the faculty may be paid a 
sufficient salary to keep them at the 
college and not lose them to other 
institutions, which can offer greater 
inducements. She gave as evidence 
that many are remaining there for 
smaller salaries than others would ac- 
cept, the fact that to secure competent 
substitutes for three members who are 
to be away on a leave of absence next 
year an increase of $1,000 in the 
budget, Is going to be necessary. 

A large new up-to-date residence 
hall is another pressing need, since it 
is now twenty years since any sizable 
one has been added to the campus. 
The library, too, dedicated fifteen 
years ago, Is now much overcrowded. 
These three things Miss Woolley 
named as absolute needs and not mere- 
ly desirables. 

Miss Heineman, from National 
Headquarters of the Endowment Fund 
Campaign, explained the plans for the 
intensive campaign which will open 
on May 3d with a dinner in every lo- 
cality over the country where there 
are fifteen alumnae. In order to com 
plete the $3,000,000 fund before com- 
mencement each alumna is asked to 
be responsible to “give or get” $306. 
During the period of the campaign, 
May 3-31, alumnae are asked to devote 
their efforts to securing gifts of money 
and to refrain from entertainments, 
sales and other activities for making 
money, since much energy and even 
money is lost to the fund in this ex- 
pensive method of raising funds. 

Among the officers elected were 
Miss Harriet M. Marcy of Newton 
treasurer, and Mrs. G. Norman Ban- 
kart of Newtonville, assistant treas- 
urer.

NEWTON Y. M. 


Interesting Trips Made by the Boys to Slate 
Prison and to Franklin Park 


Taxpayers of this city will be in- 
terested in the budget which has just 
been adopted by the city government. 
It is by far the largest budget ever 
approved in this .city, carrying a to- 
tal of $2,463,004.56 and to which must 
be added all the special appropria- 
tions which have already been passed 
since January 1st by the aldermen. 

Our schools call for the largest sin- 
gle item, costing us $794,933.23 for 
maintenance alone, the serial bonds 
and interest on school building bonds 
being carried by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. School salaries call for $696,- 
578.23 of the above figure. 

The Street Department is a good 
second with a total of $582,104.00 of 
which $80,900 is for street lighting. 
$80,000 for street maintenance. $55,- 
000 for street sprinkling. $53,000 for 
collection of ashes. $43,000 for re- 
surfacing streets, and $32,000 for moth 
work. Sidewalks cost us $20,000 for 
new work and $18,000 for repairs. 

The treasury Department calls for 
$341,588.02, of which $183,696 is for in- 
terest and $124,000 for payment of 
serial bonds. 

The Police Department comes next 
with a total of $181,310 of which about 
$144,000 is for salaries; and the Fire 
Department is close behind with $143.- 
863, of which $126,900 is for salaries. 

Public Buildings cost us $81,450. 
Charities. $65.32S; Library. $56,450; 
Playgrounds, $43,084; Health. $40,587; 
Accounting. $38,000. of which $30,200 
is for various kinds of pensions; City 
Clerk. $25,828; Engineering, $24,200; 
and Assessing. $20,600. 

The cost of the Water Department 
does not affect the taxpayer, as it is 
paid from water revenue. The depart- 
ment will spend $122,395 for main- 
tenance this year and $44,742 will be 
needed for interest and serial bonds.

On Thursday afternoon, April 14th, 
a gIO«p of twenty-four boys were taken 
on an educational trip through the 
State Prison at Charlestown. Upon 
arriving at the entrance they were met 
by a guard, conducted to the waiting 
room, and put in charge of a guide. 

In single file formation they followed 
the guide down stairs where the lowest 
tier of cells were Inspected. The grim 
quietness of the place seemed to grip 
one through and through. Hardly a 
word was spoken and then only in a 
whisper. 

After looking over about 150 such 
cells, the hoys were conducted through 
the laboring departments where num- 
bers of convicts were making shoes, 
and automobile number-plates for 1922. 
They were taken through the dining 
halls and kitchens. Everything leaked 
as clean as in a first-class hotel. They 
were shown the school-room where the 
uneducated were taught to read and 
write English, and then they were con- 
ducted up to the Chapel where the Sun- 
day Church services are held and 
where entertainments and concerts are 
put on at designated times by the pris- 
oners. 

The group was fortunate enough to 
be there just as the Convict Band was 
rehearsing, and on invitation of the 
guide in charge they sat down to hear 
several selections which were "A la 
Boston Symphony.” All the musicians 
seemed pleased at the “hand” the boys 
gave them. 

As they started hack downstairs all 
began to wonder. "Where next?” It 
wasn't long before they knew for they 
were soon standing in the death cham- 
ber where the prisoners sentenced to 


death are electrocuted. After giving 
the electric chair a thorough inspec- 
tion the guide explained how it worked. 

When the boys left the prison they 
found that, there was time enough to 
visit Bunker Hill. They hiked from 
the prison to the monument in about 
seven minutes. Those in the group 
who had nevec been at the top were 
allowed to do so. then all started for 
home. It was surely a fine trip, and 
the boys all Join in extending thanks 
to Warden E. E. Shattuck for his kind- 
ness On Tuesday. Patriots Day, a 
group of boys visited Franklin Park. 
They left the “Y" about 10 o’clock and 
arrived at the park about 11.30. 

All the animals were visited. First 
the llamas, the rein-deer, the elk. and 
i.ie sacred cattle bought by the school 
children of Boston. Next came the 
real surprise ^f the day In "Torpedo 
BUI" a pet bill-goat belonging to a sea- 
man of the Torpedo-boat Hawaii. “Bill” 
acted as pleased to see the boys as they 
were to see him. bucking around and 
showing off Just like any boy. The 
new lion house was visited next, then 
the elephant house, mtnkey house and 
the bird cag^i in turn. 

About two o’clock all ♦.etumed to the 
lion house to watch the keeper feed 
the animals after which all started for 
home. Everybody had a lunch along 
which was eaten in the park. It was 
voted by all a fine day’s outing.

NEW COUNTRY CLUB 


Donald J. Ross, for years Massachu- 
setts open golf champion, now the 
lending architect and supervisor of 
laying out golf courses in this coun- 
try, was the principal speaker at the 
first dinner of the Charles River 
Country Club, Wednesday evening at 
the Algonquin Club. The dinner was 
a get-together gathering to hear about 
laying out the 230 acres owned by 
the club for an 18-hole course, also 
to have those present have one or two 
of their friends join the organization 
so that the full quota of 400 active 
members would he filled by May 1. 

Ross, who Is laying out the links, 
called attention to the wonderful soil 
of which the Charles River Country 
Club boasts of, and laid stress on the 
possibilities of turning out one of the 
best 18 holes in Eastern Massachu- 
setts. He claimed that when the 
course is finished, the regular play- 
ing length would he about 6,200 yards, 
which can he increased to 6,430 yards 
if the occasion demanded it. 

There will he three short holes, two 
of which will be water holes. Ross, in 
planning the course, has decided to 
have the first and tenth tees, and the 
ninth and eighteenth greens within 
full view of the clubhouse so as to 
give members and guests a good 
chance to watch the play from the ve- 
randa. There will be no parallel 
holes. 

Ground has been broken up to date 
for eight holes, and men are at work 
clearing out the trees and blasting 
rock. 

As the plans now are, the course 
will be ready for seeding in Septem- 
ber, with the opening set for the 
Spring next year. 

The layout of three of the holes was 
explained by Ross and was enthusi- 
astically received by the members 
present. The first hole, which will 
measure 370 yards, is slightly down 
hill, with a 200-yard carry on the 
drive. If a player gets away a good 
tee shot he will have a perfect second 
to reach the green with a midiron. 
For the player who tops his drive 
there will he numerous obstacles for 
him, the most notable being a pond, 
which is about 250 yards from the tee. 

The ninth hole will measure about 
175 yards, and the golfer will play his 
shot from an elevated tee, across a 
gully, to a plateau green. It will mean 
a perfect shot with plenty of trouble 
fur the player who falls short, or is 
over. This hole has been laid out 
without any hunker, although some 
traps may he fixed up in time to come 
for decorating purposes, as Ross ex- 
plained. 

At the present time, the plans are to 
have the 18th an elbow hole, to meas- 
ure 388 yards from the middle tee. 
The drive is over a pond of water ne- 
cessitating a carry of from 120 to 
160 yards. 

S. Harold Greene presided. Among 
the speakers were Barton K. Stephen- 
son, William F. Garcelon, and Francis 
Ouimet.

In connection with the death of Rus- 
sell O. Carter of Churchill street, New- 
tonville, who died from injuries re- 
ceived when run down by an automo- 
bile, William L. Collins of Lexington 
street, Woburn, a Boston Elevated con- 
ductor, was arraigned in the Newton 
Court last Saturday on a continued 
case in which he was charged with 
driving so as to endanger the public 
and with failing to stop and make him- 
self known after injuring a person. 

He denied his guilt of both charges, 
but Judge William F. Bacon imposed a 
sentence of one year in the House of 
Correction on the first count and three 
months on the second. Collins ap- 
pealed and furnished bail of $2500. 

Carter, who was thirty years old and 
an overseas veteran, was struck as he 
was walking along Watertown street 
near Wildwood avenue. Wesc Newton, 
on the night of March 28. It was rain- 
ing at the time. People living in the 
vicinity heard a crash, and on inves- 
tigating found him unconscious in the 
road. He died several days later at 
the Newton Hospital. His skull was 
fractured and the left side of his body 
paririyzed. No automobile was seen in 
the vicinity at the time, but it was evi- 
dent that the machine that struck him 
was travelling at high speed and on 
the wrong side of the street. 

A policeman on duty in Newtonville 
square, half a mile from the scene of 
the accident, reported that at about the 
time Carter was found he stopped a 
Ford car because one headlight was 
not lighted. With this to work on. the 
department finally located Collins’s ma- 
chine in a Watertown garage and 
learned that the left forward mudguard 
had been straightened, the glass in the 
left head lamp replaced and new glass 
placed in the windshield. Collins was 
then arrested. At that time, it war 
said, he told the police that he had 
been driving along Watertown street 
that evening in company with Frank 
C. Gallagher of Lincoln street, Allston; 
that they felt the impact of something 
heavy against the windshield atid 
thought, when the glass was broken, 
that the machine had either struck a 
suitcase or handbag or else a person. 

Today Collins denied that he was 
driving fast, claiming that the car was 
new. He said he supposed some one 
had thrown something which broke the 
glass and that he stopped his machine 
to investigate but saw no one In the 
road. Because of the rain and the 
broken windshield, he said, he decided 
to cut his trip short, so turned his car 
through Newtonville square and back 
to the garage.

The home garden is not complete 
if it does not contain a few varieties 
of small fruits and berries. When 
limited in area it is much more sen- 
sible to set out a few dozen straw- 
berry plants or some currants and 
gooseberries than it is to use the land 
for potatoes, squash, or pumpkins, 
which can be grown so much more 
economically on farms where plenty 
of land is available. One has only 
to consider the comparative market 
price of strawberries and potatoes, for 
example, to decide which crop might 
best be produced in the suburban gar 
den. 

Now is the time to set berries and 
small fruits. They can be started this 
year between rows of vegetables to 
save space. Strawberries are best for 
very small gardens because they re- 
quire less expert caie and are almost 
certain to yield good crops every year 
if well fertilized and cultivated. They 
should be planted in rows 30 inches 
apart, with .plants 16 to 20 inches 
apart in the row. Care should be 
taken in planting to see that the 
crown is just at the surface of the 
ground. To develop strong runners 
all blossoms should be picked the first 
season and four new plants saved 
from the runners of each mother 
plant. These should be selected ac- 
cording to the vigor of their growth 
and trained away from the original 
plant so as to form a row 12 to 14 
inches wide. 

Currants and gooseberries are hardy 
with respect to cold but are quickly 
affected by heat or drought because 
they are fine rooted and shallow feed- 
ers. They should be planted in a 
cool place where the soil is rich in 
organic matter and within reach of 
the garden hose. They should be four 
feet apart in each direction and should 
be set deep enough to have a few buds 
beneath the soil to provide suckers for 
new growth. 

Raspberries and blackberries re- 
quire more room than the previously 
named varieties and are not as well 
suited for small plots. They are an 
excellent addition to the garden, how- 
ever. when there is room for them. 
Both these varieties should be three 
feet apart in the row and while rasp- 
berries will do well if rows are six 
feet apart, blackberries should be 
eight feet because the canes are much 
larger.

The city government should take 
ample time to consider the recommen- 
dation of the school committee to build 
two Junior High Schools at an esti- 
mated cost of a million dollars. We 
are of the opinion that the tax payers 
of this city are becoming considerably 
exercised at the high cost of our 
schools. An increase in over 100 r ; in 
the maintenance expenses of the last 
seven years alone is sufficient evidence 
to make one pause, and a school bud- 
get of $795,000 for 1921 is large enough 
for the tax payers to carry without es- 
tablishing the new and undoubtedly ex- 
pensive Junior High School system. 

We are well aware that a large part 
of the recent increase in maintenance 
charges is due to the merited increase 
in teachers’ salaries. We are also well 
aware that on account of the lack of 
■new school buildings in the past ten 
years. Newton is facing a serious hous- 
ing condition for its increased number 
of pupils. "But even so. it is better to 
take care of these children in tempo- 
rary buildings costing but a tithe of a 
modern school house, and to even put 
into effect a two-platoon system of 
teaching a part of the children in the 
forenoon and the other part in the af- 
ternoon. rather than undertake, at the 
present time, to establish a Junior 
High school plan which will require 
more expensive teachers, a h’gh cast 
of maintenance, as well as rai°c the 
serious question of the transport'’ tion 
of young children several miUs 
their homes to reach the proposed new 
buildings. All in all, it is a matter 
which*. should be given the moat care- 
ful consideration. 


While the action of the city govern- 
ment in refusing appropriations to re- 
imburse city employees who were in 
service during the late war. the diff- 
erence between the pay they received 
from the Federal government . and 
what they would have received 
had they remained in the service 
of the city, was somewhat to be 
expected, as the amount involved 
was over $28,000. yet we cannot 
but point to the difference in pub- 
lic sentiment which this indicates and 
what was the popular feeling four 
years ago. If this matter had come 
up for action in 1917 or 1918 there 
would have been no question as to its 
adoption by unanimous vote. It is a 
sad commentary on the tendency of 
human nature to forget its obligations, 
once the crisis has been passed.

Because of America’s democracy a 
man could go from his cabin home to 
the White House, from the public 
school to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. History furnished 
many illustrations of the truth of 
these statements and' we have illus 
trations all about us said the speaker. 

He then related how a young chap in 
Newton 35 years ago went into a Bos- 
ton Leather Concern at $2.00 a week 
and who today is president of a suc- 
cessful leather company and president 
' of the Newton Y. M. C. A. 

He cited the case of a young for- 
eigner who came to Newton a few 
years ago when in his early teens and 
by dint of hard work went through our 
grammar and high school, attended 
Boston University Law School and the 
Law’ Dept, of Northeastern College con- 
nected with the Boston Y. M. C. A. and 
who recently passed a successful exam- 
ination for admission to the bar and is 
now a full fledged lawyer with an office 
in Newton. 

This young man. said the speaker, is 
with us tonight. John Finelli, and a 
few of his friends commissioni me to 
eive him a little token of their esteem 
of him as a man. and in appreciation of 
his achievement notwithstanding seri- 
ous obstacles all of which he has over- 
come. 

Mr. Finelli was then handed a box 
containing a purse suitably inscribed 
and containing a sum of money for 
such use as he cared to make of it. 
Th^ surprise was complete and it was 
with difficulty that the young man ex- 
pressed his gratitude for this evidence 
of friendship. 

Concluding his brief remarks he said 
that he thanked God for what America 
made possible for him and for the 
chance it gives to any foreigner w’ho 
comes here with good intentions.

The school committee sent in the 
following communication regarding ad- 
ditional school accommodations. 

Pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 23 of the Revised Charter of the 
City of Newton the School Committee 
respectfully communicates to the 
Board of Aldermen that in its opinion 
new school houses are urgently need 
ed. We. therefore, recommend the 
erection of two Junior High School 
buildings; one to be located on 
near Washington street between West 
Newton and Auburndale for the ac- 
commodation of the pupils in the 
West Newton, Newton Lower Falls, 
and Auburndale districts, and one to 
be located in Newtonville, so situated 
as to accommodate the pupils of the 
Newtonville and Nonantum districts. 

In view of the present crowded con- 
dition of our schools, and the time re- 
quired for the erection of new build- 
ings. we feel it important that early 
action should be taken with a view to 
providing the necessary relief in 
school accommodations. 

The board of health recommended a 
sewer in Milton street and the Dept, of 
Public Utilities sent a communication 
approving the use by the Boston Ele- 
vated of motor vehicles not running on 
tracks or rails. 

Street Commissioner Stuart reported 
the cost of sidewalk on Chase street 
and assessments were immediately lev- 
ied thereon. 

Petitions of Samuel W. Tucker for 
an auctioneer license, of Wm. L. Gan- 
non for a truck license, and of Edward 
Busch. Cabot street. John E. Dodge, 
Raeburn terrace and Carrie W. Trow- 
bridge. Hollis street for private garages 
were granted. 

Other petitions were received from 
Guy L. Lee. Commonwealth avenue. 

F. E. Perkins, Albemarle road, and H. 
Newton Marshall, Chesley road for pri- 
vate garages, for street sprinkling on 
Fredena road, that street sprinkling be 
discontinued on Webster park, for 
sewer in Plainfield street, for laying 
out of Mason road and of Ashmont 
road, for relocation o£ M. & B. tracks 
in Washington street, from Centre 
street to Lincoln park, of Mrs. Dennis 
Foley for injuries received by fall, of 
A. M. Fowle to move building from 
Crescent street to Trowbridge street, 
for sewer off Commonwealth avenue, 
from Annie B. Collett for abatement o f 
street sprinkling assessment on Waban 
Hill road, of M. J. McCrudden.

The Finance committee reported ad-

employees while in service during the

In the pay they received from the gov- 
ernment and what they would hnve 
been paid had they remained in the 
service of the city. 

The committee also reported inex- 
pedient on the recommendation of the 
mayor that $1000 he appropriated for 
use of Co. H 101st Infantry 

Alderman Blake introduced an order 
directing the Public Works to investi- 
gate the feasibility of creating a park- 
ing space for automobiles between the 
sidewalk and the railroad line on 
Washington street, opposite the New- 
tonvillo station. The aldermen called 
attention to the present dangerous con- 
dition at this point when machines are 
waiting the arrival of the thru trains. 

Alderman Whidden presented a re- 
solve in regard to the future use of the 
Wolcott school at Waban when the 
new school building there shall have 
been completed. 

President Harriman took the floor 
to call attention to the waste of time 
in the hearings before the board and 
had the Claims and Rules committee 
instructed to look into the matter. 

Alderman Young started a discussion 
when he suggested that the City Clerk 
require a plan to be filed with every 
petition for a public garage or for the 
sale of gasolene.

The committee in charge were 
Miss Marion White, Mrs. W. M. Micks, 
and Mrs. Stratton. The luncheon was 
served at small tables, decorated with 
flowers and dolls bearing quotations 
from Shakespeare. The members im- 
personated characters taken from plays 
studied this y ?ar. King Henry VI, Cym- 
beline and Comedy of Errors. 

After each course, kings, queens and 
courtiers progressed from table to 
table. 

The afternoon was taken up with 
frolics, a contest in placing quotations 
and music Mrs. S. L. Eaton, the foun- 
der. benefltted by her many years’ 
study, took first prize on quotations.

Members and guests of the So- 
cial Science Club listened with great 
interest to a talk on “Conditions in 
Mexico at the Present Time” by Mr. 
Francisco Vela of the Harvard Medical 
School. Mr. Vela began by giving a 
brief summary of political events in 
Mexico from 1910, when President 
Diaz, after a rule of 30 years, was 
driven from the country. He was suc- 
ceeded by Madero, whose presidency 
lasted less than two years. He was 
a man of ability and high ideals, but 
he did not have the support of the 
army. After hi3 death by violence. 
General Huerta succeeded to the of- 
fice, but was never recognized by the 
American government. Carranza, the 
governor of one of the states, over- 
threw Heurta and became president. 
Mr. Vela expressed his approval of 
the attitude of the Wilson adminis- 
tration toward Mexico during this 
time. 

President Obregon was not respon- 
sible in any way for the murder of 
Carranza and he was elected accord- 
ing to the Mexican constitution. 

That the situation in Mexico is Im- 
proving is shown in several ways. 
Mexican bonds and securities in the 
New York market are going up. The 
army has been reduced to one-fifth 
of its former size, and the money thus 
saved is being spent on new schools 
and better pay for the teachers. Mexi- 
can trains are now running without 
guards of soldiers, thus showing that 
traveling is no longer dangerous. But 
t>e railroad situation is very poor, as 
much of the rolling stock was de- 
stroyed during the revolutions. The 
Government has established agricul- 
ture colonies for the ex-soldiers. 

The financial condition is encour- 
aging — no more paper money is be- 
ing issued: there is a surplus in the 
treasury of several millions, and in a 
few months Mexico will begin to pay

Interest on her foreign debt. With re- 
gard to mining, the silver mines are 
closed down, but the gold, copper, 
coal and Iron mines are busy, and the 
oil business is exceedingly prosper- 
ous — 25 per cent dividends being not 
uncommon. 

In speaking of the question of recog- 
nition by our Government, Mr. Vein 
said that Senator Fall of New Mexico 
and a group of American capitalists 
Insist that it shall not be granted un- 
til concessions are made which the 
Mexican Government regard as un- 
just. The reports in the papers are 
extremely unfair. The attitude of 
President Harding is encouraging, as 
he recently conferred with the charge 
d’affaires in Mexico City, who was 
called to Washington for that express 
purpose. 

The reasons why Mexicans dislike 
and distrust Americans are partly his- 
torical, dating back to the Mexican 
War In 1848 when Texas, New Mexi- 
co and part of California were taken 
by the United States, and in recent 
times the holding of Vera Cruz for 
over a year. Mexicans naturally take 
the side of Colombia in the Panama 
matter. They refer to the United 
States as “the monster of the North.” 
and fear intervention constantly on 
almost any pretext. 

Mr. Vela touched on the question of 
the diplomatic notes sent to his coun- 
try by the United States, many of 
which have been worded in such a way 
as to cause intense resentment. 

There were many questions and re- 
marks. after which the meeting ad- 
journed with a rising vote of thanks.

Baptist Church in Charlestown, also 
referred to his friendship with Mr. 
Peakes, and told a number of humor- 
ous incidents of their experiences to- 
gether. and gave him the welcome of 
an old friend. In his charge to him, 

. as a pastor, he suggested that he em- 
I phasize the pastoral work, often ne- 
glected in these busy days, and that 
he preach a sweet and winsome gos- 
pel. 

Mr. Peakes was then called upon to 
respond. In a few words he ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the wel- 
come which he had received, and said 
that he was convinced that, if there 
ever had been differences between the 
churches in West Newton, they had 
been “fixed up.” He said that he 
hoped no untoward circumstance 
would mark his pastorate here.

representing, first, the Indians on the 
shore of Plymouth Bay chanting a sa- 
lute to the rising sun. and. secondly, 
the Pilgrims chanting on their way to 
church. 

Act one revealed the Indiains in their 
daily life; the women weaving, and 
the children playing "Leap Frog." led 
by Little Big Chief, the son of Black 
Mountain. The Indian children in this 
scene were particularly effective. 

Then came a conference on the part 
of the Pilgrims in regard to the ob- 
taining of food, and the unexpected 
bringing of food to them hv “Dancing 
Brook.” an Indian Princess who had 
fallen in love with one of their num- 
ber. At the beginnine the attitude of 
the Indians «s friendly towards the 
White Men hut the stealing of food by 
one of the latter produces a change in 
attitude. 

In Act 2 a glimpse of life in a stock- 
ade was portrayed. Here one saw the 
Pilgrims tpinning. knitting and weav- 
ing. while one of their number. Aunt 
Serenity (Miss Amy V. Beale* told 
most skilfully a tale of one of her ear- 
lier experiences with the Indians. This 
produced an atmosphere of terror in 
which the knocking at the door and 
the announcement of an Indian attack 
by Dancing Brook who has come to 
give warning, comes as a natural cli- 
max. This scene was exceedingly ef- 
fective in costuming and grouping. 
Master Kenneth Good, “the only man 
present.” added a charming touch. 

In the meantime, the Pilgrims seek- 


ing knowledge of the proposed attack 
and the whereabouts of Patience, one 
of their number who has been cap- 
tured. in their turn capture Little Big 
f’hief. The latter In a taunting man- 
ner flaunts the knowledge of Mistress 
Patience's whereabouts in their faces, 
and escapes This scene was splendid- 
ly done by Miss Margaret Arnold whose 
acting throughout was characterized 
by vivacity and charm. 

The final act shows Little Big Chief 
seemingly at the point of death. This 
scene admirably brought out the fatal- 
ism of the Indians and their stoicism 
in the face of calamity. All other 
methods having failed, the captive 
Patience is sent for. and her gentle ad- 
ministrations restore Little Big Chief 
to health. She receives as her reward 
her freedom and a promise of peace 
between the Indians and the White 
men. 

In an epilogue, one saw the Indians 
departing in their canoes, and the Pil- 
grims chanting a hymn of thanksgiv- 
ing. 

The music throughout was most ef- 
fective. That of the Indians was in a 
minor strain, with the strong rhythm 
characteristic of the Indians, and that 
of the Pilgrims had a simple majesty 
and dignity. Among the noteworthy 
songs may he mentioned. "Dancing 
Brook's Song.” “Love in a Wilderness.” 
a duet between Patience (Mrs. Harry

Writings Refer to a Kind of Airplane 
Used In Warfare In the 
Year 500 B. C. 

Writing on "Aerlnl Warfare In An- 
cient India” In Discovery, Ikbal All 
Shah recalls the interesting fact that 
the science of aviation was conceived 
In India as early as r»(X) B. C. In- 
cised In the caves of Ellora nre fig- 
ures of ancient Hindu aerlnl machines, 
and there r.re references In the tradi- 
tional hooks of the Brahmans, particu- 
larly the Ramayana and Mnhnhhu- 
rnttn, to the use of “flying carriages” 
in the earliest period of Indian his- 
tory. 

The Ramayana (complied about 500 
B. C.) informs us thnt Rawun, a king 
of Ceylon, used to fly over his oppo- 
nents’ armies, “and not infrequently 
caused them severe loss;’’ while after 
the detfqat and death of that monarch 
at the nands of the Brahmans his “fly- 
ing carriage” became the property of 
the Ramchanda, the Hindu chief, who 
flew In it to his capital at Ajindhla. 

In the Sanskrit classic one comes 
across numerous aeronautical terms. 
Among these are Vaman-yanu. mean- 
ing: To propel a flying carriage. Va- 
man-Chlryn, meaning: To fly In a fly- 
ing carriage; Vamnn-Perbhoot, mean- 
ing: A succession of flying carriages; 
and Vamnn-Arj. meaning: One who 
works a flying carriage (an aeronaut). 

Such phrases are very frequently 
met with in the Hindu epic writings,” 
says the writer. “It is generally ad- 
mitted that, when a language is In 
process of formation, new words and 
terms are coined as the necessity 
arises. Is It venturing too far, there- 
fore, to assert that, if flying machines 
had not existed In ancient India, such 
phrases could surely never have come 
into common use? Why, then, do we 
find them so deeply embedded in old 
Sanskrit?” — American Review of Re- 
views.

UNHURT IN FLAMING PLANE 


American Airmen Give Demonstration 
of Efficiency of New Aircraft 
Fireproofing Compound. 


A hair-raising demonstration of the 
efficacy of a new aircraft fireproof- 
ing compound was staged at Atlantic 
City, N. J., a few weeks ago by two 
American airmen, late of the Lafay- 
ette Escadrille, reports Popular Me- 
chanics magazine, in an illustrated 
article. Each of the men first donned 
u special flying suit nnd metal helmet, 
both of which had been painted with 
the compound. Mechanics then 
sprayed each with gasoline. Mean- 
while the plane, which also had been 
painted with the preparation, was sim- 
ilarly drenched with gasoline. Pilot 
and passenger climbed Into their cock- 
pits. As the engine was started a 
torch was applied to airmen and air- 
craft. Roaring forward over the air- 
drome, like a flaming, smoking comet, 
tlie plane rose into the air and for 
flve minutes horrified the spectators. 
At the end of this time the flames 
bad died out and the plane was 
brought to earth. Careful inspection 
having been made, airmen and air- 
plane were foitiid to be unharmed ex- 
cept for a coating of soot.

MACHINE TO WORK WONDERS 


If Reports Are True, Present Methods 
of Harvesting Grain Will Soon 
Be Revolutionized. 

Wheat harvesting In the Central 
West, where planting Is on n lurge 
scale, is on the eve of being revolu- 
tionized through the advent of a ma- 
chine that repeated experiments hnve 
shown will cut, harvest and thrash 
from 40 to 70 acres of standing grain 
in a day. It dumps cleaned grain into 
wagons that move nlong with it. 

The revolutionary feature of It is 
not alone that it can accomplish so 
much, but that it does it with but 
one man on the Job. The difference 
in cost between this machine’s meth- 
ods and the present scheme, which in- 
volves henders, binders, thrashing ma- 
chines, separators, straw wagons, 
cook cars, pitchforks, horses and men, 
is calculated at $7 nn acre, which Is 
ns much as many thousands of acres of 
western Kansas and Nebraska land 
sold for a few years ago. 

Its inventors claim for it that It 
will junk half n billion dollars’ worth 
of harvesting machinery now In use, 
nnd release .western grain growers 
from reliance upon the nomads who 
constitute the army of harvest bands 
that moves each summer from Texas 
to tiie Dakotas. — Christian Science 
Monitor.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


With a small calendar for each leg- 
islative day the House has had several 
long debates and has been kept In ses- 
sion in consequence for the usual 
length of time. 

On Tuesday there was a storm of 
protest against the bill to require 
school nurses in cities and towns hav- 
ing over a million valuation, but it 
finally passed by a substantial ma- 
jority. The same day the proposition 
to require licenses for the sale of so- 
call non-intoxicating liquors was also 
debated at length hut the bill was 
finally approved. 

On Wednesday the proposition to re- 
move the excise tax from street rail- 
way companies aroused the ire of the 
Boston Democrats in the first place 
and it was finally defeated by a margin 
of 16 votes, although it had the en- 
dorsement of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission. the unanimous vote of the 
Street Railway Committee, and all but 
one vote in the committee on Ways 


and Means. So far ns Newton is con- 
cerned. we have not had the benefit of 
this tax from the M. & B. Co. for sev- 
eral years. During the past two years 
the payment of this tax has been sus- 
pended by the Legislature (the pend- 
ing hill being merely to continue the 
present, condition indefinitely! and 
previous to that time, the city govern- 
ment had virtually abated the tax by 
making a contribution to the street 
railway company of substantially the 
snme amount. It Is an illogical tax, 
ought never to have been levied in 
the first place, and in the present seri- 
ous financial condition of the street 
railways of the state, ought to he 
abolished. The writer and Representa- 
tive Early voted for repeal. Represen- 
tative Rice voting in opposition. 

The El investigation continues along 
its weary way hearing all the members 
of the Legislatures of 1918 and 1919. 
Ex-Senator Thomas Weston was called 
the present week. Mr. Weston said his 
office. Weston <Sr Weston, lawyers, has 
always owned street railway securi- 
ties, including Elevated. Bay State and 
Old Colony. He was associated with 
his father up to the death of the lat- 
ter. he said, and both bought and sold 
street railway securities for clients 
and estates they represented. He 
never bought directly or indirectly any 
Elevated stock for himself or any 
member of his family, he said. 

Mr. Weston said that just prior to 
the coming in of the Legislature of 
1918 the firm sold 100 shares of Bos- 
ton Elevated and 126 West End com- 
mon. The firm also held Boston & 
Northern stock and bonds, all bonds 
deposited with the protection commit- 
tee. and in turn all of them came back 
from the reorganization of the Bay 
State. He never bought any Elevated 
stock. In 1918 he never bought any 
stock, but was inclined to think that 
after June 3, 1918, it was not within 
the province of the committee to in- 
quire into what he bought. He ad- 
mited, however, that after the Legis- 
lature prorogued he bought 25 shares 
of Massachusetts Electric. In March, 
1919, he bought 70 shares of Massachu- 
setts Electric Common, which he now 
has. 

The Senate amended the voluntary 
association bill, on which 1 commented 
recently, so that individual members 
of such associations could not be held 
as individuals, and a hot time was ex- 
pected when it came up In the House, 
but to the surprise of many, it was 
not even passed on the first call of

the calendar and was acted upon In 
concurrence without any trouble. 

In this connection it might he well 
to call attention to the effective speech 
made by Representative Samuel F. 
Brown of Springfield in the debate In 
the House. Mr. Brown cnrrled a union 
card until 1917 and comes from a dis- 
trict filled with members of the labor 
unions. It took some courage for him 
to take the floor and favor the hill. 
It Is well to call attention to such in- 
stances of political and moral courage, 
while the 'public is being fed with the 
results of the El investigation. As a 
matter of fact, the 280 members of the 
Massachusetts Legislature will com- 
pare favorably with any other body of 
equal numbers drawn from all classes 
of the community. The errors or mis- 
takes of judgment of the few ought not 
to blind us to the real merit and worth 
of the great majority of conscientious 
members. * * 

A large number of Newton people 
have been interested in the hill to in- 
crease the school age from 14 to 15 
years and the Social Welfare commit- 
tee reported favorably on that hill. 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
however, reported adversely on Wed- 
nesday and the bill was rejected with- 
out a word of debate. It is understood 
that the Dill was rejected on account 
of the great cost it would entail both 
on the commonwealth as well as upon 
the different cities and towns. It was 
estimated that the state would pay 
some $270,000 if this hill became a law, 
and the cities and towns over $2,000,- 
000 for additional teachers and sup- 
plies. to say nothing of new school 
buildings which would be required. 
The city of Fall River alone, would 
have to care for some 2,500 additional 
children in its schools. It was also 
brought out that it would be inadvis- 
able to pass this legislation until the 
new plan of continuation schools, 
which has just been established, shall 
have been given a fair trial. 

Mr. Elliott B. Church of Newton has 
been appointed assistant to Judge 
Taft, counsel for the committee on 
investigation and that committee is 
having a strenuous time as everv- 
one who read’s the Boston papers well 
knows. Just what will be accom- 
plished. outside of the publicity, some 
of which is extremely undesirable, is 
a problem which many are unable to 
solve, as there is no precedent what- 
ever for one Legislature investigating 
ihe acts of another and its authority to 
do so is seriously questioned. 

The censorship of moving pictures 
is before Ways and Means where its 
merits as well as its financial features 
are being carefully considered. 

The county tax for Middlesex County 
this year is $1. 270,904. 6S as compared 
with £1.044.469.86 for last year. 

As Newton pays 9 r /« of the county 
tax this means that our tax levy will 
he increased over $23,000 in this one 
item.

WORD IS u SAFETY ” 

By Ernest A. Rule, Treasurer Suffolk 
Co-operative Rank 

Safety Is the first essential of a good 
investment and any enterprise which 
offers extraordinary dividends to the 
investor or accepts the savings of the 
people and does not come under the 
supervision of the Banking Laws of 
this State should he looked upon as a 
speculation not ns an Investment, for 
legitimate investments can only re- 
ceive limited returns. Although hirge 
interest returns are attractive, the dan- 
ger of loss of the principal is always 
imminent. The small Investor should 
consider safety of principal before 
every other offer. 

Various enterprises with attractive 
literature appeal to the man of limited 
means to Invest his savings in more 
than doubtful propositions. 

Sometimes it is a so-called “Bank,” 
“Trust” or “Company as safe as a 
Bank’’ hut really a business and not 
under the supervision of the Banking 
Department of this State, sometimes a 
land or mortgage company or a real 
estate trust that sells certificates or 
debentures, which the investor is led 
to suppose are based on mortgages or 
on property which the company owns. 

The investor frequently finds — after 
it is too late — that he has furnished 
money to run a failing business, or in 
the case of the land or mortgage com- 
pany to buy the land, pay the salaries 
of the officers and commissions of the 
salesman and still leave a profit for 
the promoter. Then the inevitable hap- 
pens — the concern goes into the hands 
of a receiver and the savings of a life- 
time are swept away. 

Speculation is not for the man who 
works on wages or a salary. He can- 
not afford t jo take chances. His money 
should earn interest, but he cannot risk 
it in speculation. A recent $50 return 
for an investment of $1200 in a so- 
called “Bank’’ should increase the pop- 
ularity of state regulated savings in- 
stitutions. 

Co-operative Banks are solving the 
problem of giving largest returns on 
conservative investments for thousands 
of wage earners in this state. These 
banks can and do pay larger returns 
than any other savings institution. 
Their method is siinple. They loan 
money on amortization first mortgages 
on homes, hut never more than 70 
to 80 per cent of a conservative valu- 
ation of the property by the security 
committee of the bank, and only to 
their own members.

All the earnings are divided among 
the shareholders, and only a small 
amount is held back, enough to safe- 
guard against possible loss. The Bank- 
ing Law compels this accumulation 
until the reserve equals five and one 
quarter per cent of the deposits. This 
is more than sufficient to meet every 
possible situation in which loss can he 
incurred. 

The £tate Banking Department re- 
port to the bank commissioner, show- 
ing accurately the condition of the 
hank on the last day of October of each 
year and also provides for a yearly ex- 
amination and audit by the hank de- 
partment of all hooks, securities, cash, 
assets, liabilities, income and expendi- 
tures. including a trial balance of the 
shareholders’ ledgers, for the period 
r lapsed since the preceding examina- 
tion. 

The law makers of this State as well 
nf' the managers of these Banks realize 
that safety of investment is preferable 
to large earnings. The members them- 
selves have realized this — that it is bet- 
ter to receive all your principal with 
a five per cent dividend than to have 
promises of larger returns and lose all 
of the money invested — and so the in- 
fluence and assets of the Co-operative 
Banks increase every year. 

The essentials of a good investment 
are all to be found in the Co-opera 
tive Banks of this State, they are a 
safe place to invest your savings be- 
cause of their economical and conserva- 
tive management and State supervi- 
sion. they pay good interest and you 
can get your money when you desire it.

BURIED WITH THEIP. HUSBAND 


Wives of Members of the Barau Tribe 
| of the Congo Are Interred With 
the Corpse. 

The Bnruh tribe In the Congo dis- 
trict of Africa have n number of 
strange and horrible customs, but of 
them nil their burial customs nre the 
most terrible. When n man dies n 
large grave Is dug. The corpse and 
; his wives — these may be anywhere 
; from two to twenty — nre escorted to 
| the hole with wild music and the !n- 
J terested attendance of the entire tribe. 
The chief wife Is thrust Into the hole, 
and the corpse is then lowered. The 
second wife follows. The dead ninn’s 
relatives then proceed to break the 
arms and legs of the two wives so 
they cannot get out of the hole. The 
head of the corpse Is placed In the lap 
of the head wife, and the feet In the 
Inp of the second wife. 

The rest of the wives are then thrust 
Into the hole, their limbs broken, nnd 
they nre forced to sit In n circle about 
the corpse and Its humnn supporters. 
The priest chants a few words, and 
everyone falls to with rude shovels, 
dishing earth Into the hole. They nev- 
er ston until the grove Is full nnd the 
corpse and the living wives buried far 
under the earth. The howls of the 
wives with their broken limbs nnd fear 
of the terrible death are drowned by 
the banging of drums and the yells of 
the delighted tribe. 


IN THE NAME OF RELIGION! 


Weird and Savage Rites Indulged In 
by the Khlysts, Sect of 
Russian Fanatics. 

One of the queer religious sects of 
the world Is the Christs or Khlysts of 
Russia. They hold their meetings in 
their churches with hundreds of men, 
women and children attending. After 
prayers and hymns that last until 
midnight they begin a wild dance amid 
sobs and groans. After this con- 
tinues for a while they abandon their 
garments nnd put on white robes and 
white stockings. Candles are lighted, 
nnd a new dance begins that consists 
of rapidly revolving, the men to the 
right, the women to the left. 

In a short time a sort of madness 
falls upon them. They leap, scream, 
bent themselves and each other, in- 
dulge in wild laughter nnd cries, and 
then begin to tear off the garments 
with shouts of “It is coming, the Holy 
Spirit is coming!’’ They begin to go 
about on all fours, riding on one an- 
other’s hacks, rolling about on the 
floor, biting anil scratching one an- 
other, atid at last go entirely Insane 
nnd dash about until they fall ex- 
hausted. By dawn the church floor 
Is covered with naked men, women 
nnd children, unconscious and blood- 
stained. 


Weather's Effect on Birds. 

Cold and hunger in England 1ms 
driven armies of birds, even the wild- 
est. into streets nnd gardens nnd un- 
wonted places. Great flocks of green 
plover, which are singularly shy ns a 
rule, appeared In the stackyards and 
paddocks of Hertfordshire villages. In 
Buckinghamshire several thousand 
rooks in a flock was no rarity ; and 
old scouts came right up to the hack 
doors and competed for their food 
with the poultry and the pigs. In Lon- 
don it was curious to see the pigeons 
feeding busily on the Ice, to the obvi- 
ous irritation of the gulls, whose hills 
nre useless for securing fragments 
from a hard surface. It was hard to 
be defeated by n land bird In their 
own element. Starlings showed even 
greater ability in picking up morsels 
from the floes nnd even the water of 
the 'river, a feat very foreign to their 
nature.

The sisters 
having alighted, waited for the car to 
go on. hut the boy rushed across the 
tracks, ignoring the warning clanging 
tf the bell by the motorman. 


Microbes in Sugar Bowl. 

About one per cent of the Cuban 
sugar crop, valued at $1,500,000, Is 
each year destroyed by greedy micro 
organisms too small to be seen except 
when congregated in crowds of mil 
lions. Molds and bacteria are the 
culprits. It Is estimated that each 
person in the United States consumes 
SI. 84 pounds of sugar each year. At 
this rate, S73.000 persons could be sup 
piled with the sugar destroyed by 
germs. The sugar loses its sweetness 
when the molds consume the sucrose. 
Its “sweetening” principle. 


Marble Cheaper Than Wood. 

A report to Washington from the 
American commercial attache iu Home 
Is to the effect that American lumber 
has gone to such price heights In the 
ituliuu market that builders tiud it 
cheaper to put In marblt staircases 
than to build them of wood. Such Is 
the combined effect of mill cost, plus 
freight rates, multiplied by the ex- 
change orciuium of four to one that 
ituliun buyers have to pay to trans- 
late our money Into theirs.— -New Or- 
leans Tltues-lMcuyuue.

Echoes that hnve come to the Club

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Dr. Charles F. Taylor, who had been 
preaching In a number of Cambridge 
Churches recently, in speaking of the 
relationship of the Church to the Boy, 
said: “We have heard a great deal in 
the past about ‘loyalty to the church' 
on the part of the boy, but we have 
heard all too little about ‘loyalty of 
the Church’ to the boy himself. Jesus 
taught that man was even greater than 
the institution, yet the churches have 
frequently been more anxious to save 
their carpets and furniture than 
save the immortal souls of hoys who 
will swiftly pass through the short 
years in which they are open to In- 
fluence, into those years in which their 
souls have become case-hardened and 
are no longer reachable by ordinary 
appeals. He urges that the churches 
get together on a city-wide programme 
and relate themselves to the life of 
those who are soon to he the hope or 
the despair of Christian institutions 
and communities. He paints the world 
as in dire need of a dominating, mas 
terful Christianity in which the ini 
perialism of Jesus is the central mes 
sage to all men. He says that the 
next five or ten years may determine 
the fate of Christianity and her insti 
tutions for a millenium. ‘‘Of all the 
agencies at hand,” concludes Dr. Tay 
lor, “the Scout Movement seems to he 
the most strategic and well-advised 
programme for accomplishing what 
the church must accomplish in order 
to save her very life. If she will j 
serve the hoys in the local community 
today, those hoys will serve the 
churches in the local community to- 
morrow. If the church neglects these 
hoys she does it not only at the peril 
of her existence, hut she will fail so 
ignominiously to do the tiling that 
Jesus would do that she will have hard 
work to justify that existence in the 
minds of multitudes of thinking men 
and women. This cannot and must 
not be. The Church must rally im- 
mediately around whatever movement 
has life enough in it to give “ life more 
abundantly to hoys.”

The Ovambos, a South African tribe, 
wear long plaits and tresses of fulse 
hair. 


‘‘Although Arbor Day Is one of the 
newest of our American holidays, its 
institution is merely the revival of an 
ancient custom, ft I- said that the 
Aztecs always planted a tree when an 
Infant came into the world, and gave 
It the child's own name. And the old 
Mexican Indians plant trees on cer- 
tain days of the yea \ under the full 
moon, naming them after their chil- 
dren. 

There is a similar custom of long 
standing in certain parts of rural 
Germany, where each member of each 
family plants a tree with appropriate 
ceremonies at Whitsuntide, forty days 
after Easter. 

Some unknown seeker after trutli 
once discovered in a Swiss chronicle 
of the fifth century an account of an 
early and curious institution of Arbor 
Day. It seems that the people of a 
little Swiss town called Rrugg assem- 
bled in Council and resolved to plant 
forest of oak trees on the common. 
The first rainy day thereafter the citi- 
zens began their .work. They dug 
holes in the ground with canes and 
sticks, and dropped an i acorn into 
each hole, tramping the dirt over it. 
More than twelve sacks were sown 
in this way. and after the work was 
done each citizen received a wheaten 
roll as a reward. 

For some reason the work was all 
in vain, for the seed never came up. 
Perhaps the acorns were laid too 
deep, or it might have been that the 
tramping of so many feet had packed 
the earth too firmly. Whatever the 
cause, the acorns refused to sprout, 
and the townspeople sowed the same 
ground with rye and oats, and after 
the harvest they tried the acorn plant- 
ing again — this time in another way— 
by plowing the soil and sowing the 
acorns in the furrows. But an oak 
grove they were determined to have, 
so after the second failure a few wise 
men put their heads together and 
decided to gain the desired result by 
transplanting. A day was appointed 
in October, and the whole community, 
men, women, and children, marched 
to the woods, dug up oak saplings, 
and transplanted them on the com 
mon. At the close of the exercises 
each girl and boy was presented with 
a roll, and in the evening the grown 
people had a merry feast in the town 
hall. 

This time the trees grew. The peo- 
ple of Brugg were pleased and satis- 
fied. and instituted the day of tree- 
planting as a yearly holiday. 

Every year as the day came around 
the children formed in line and 
marched to the oak grove, bringing 
back twigs or switches, thus proving 
that the oaks were thriving, and every 
year at the close of the parade the 
rolls were distributed to be eaten in 
remembrance of the day. This festi 
val still exists and is known as ‘The 
Switch Parade.’ ” 

The cause of our American trees 
was taken up by a number of public 
spirited men. The official father of 
the movement was. however, J. Ster 
ling Morton, afterwards Secretary of 
Agriculture during President Cleve- 
land’s second term. Arbor Day 
now observed in nearly every state 
and territory of the union, but the 
time for the observance varies great 
ly being determined somewhat by cli 
matic conditions. Here in Massachu 
setts the last Saturday in April is Ar 
bor Day. It has been said, wisely, 
that “If Arbor Day teaches the grow 
ing generation of children that in 
clearing a field some trees should he 
left for shade and for beauty, it will 
have rendered good service.”

Subject — Arlrnr Dny 

Next Saturday is Arbor Dny. Every 
one should get Into the spirit of the 
day and plant some trees or shrubs to 
beautify their home grounds. There 
Is nothing that can be done with such 
a small outlay of money that will so 
Increase real estate values and add to 
the attractiveness of the community. 

Before any planting is done there 
should he a definite plan of whnt is to 
be the ultimate result even though it 
cannot he accomplished in one season. 
Not only flowers but foliage, fruit and 
twigs should he considered in this 
plan. Utmost simplicity always ob- 
tains the best effect. 

At this season of the year it is saf- 
est to buy stock from some reliable 
nearby nursery so that they can be de- 
livered by truck at once. If necessary 
to order from concerns at some dis- 
tance shipment should always be by 
express in order to obtain the most 
careful handling and the quickest 
possible arrival. 

When stock is delivered it should 
immediately he unpacked and watered 
If it is not possible for it to be planted 
at. once, it should be heeled in, by 
digging a trench deep enough and 
wide enough to allow the roots to be 
spread out with the stalk laying on 
cue side. After a thorough wetting 
they should he covered with three or 
four inches of soil and the stock will 
keep safely several days. 

Shrubbery beds should be dug 18 
inches below the surface of the 
ground. A liberal supply of well-rot- 
ted manure should he mixed with fine 
top soil and the hole refilled with the 
mixture. Stakes can then be set at 
proper distances and the holes dug the 
right size for receiving the plants. 

In planting trees a hole should be 
dug two feet deep and large enough 
in diameter at the bottom to allow 
the roots to he spread out. Enough 
top soil can then be added to allow 
the tree to set two inches deeper in 
the ground than it was in the nursery. 
For all varieties except evergreens, 
two inches of manure should be spread 
three feet around the tree. 

Before either trees or shrubs are 
put in place, all broken roots should 
he cut off or any that are so long that 
they will not lay straight in the hole. 
Tops should also be trimmed to bal- 
ance the root system and make a sym- 
metrical head. Poplar trees and most 
varieties of shrubs do best if rather 
severely pruned. Most trees should 
be left enough wood to allow plenty 
of leaf growth.

Both Quebec and Newfoundland 
Would Be Glad to Have a Slice 
of Newfoundland. 


Recent surveys of Labrador, which 
Imve disclosed Immense resources of 
timber suitable for pulp and paper 
manufacture, have led to a revival of 
efforts to bring about n determination 
of the boundary line between New- 
foundland ami the Canadian province 
of Quebec. This line lias never been 
laid down by actual survey and Its 
various definitions as given In docu- 
ments Issued at Intervals In the last 
century and a half are so vague that 
government officials do not know Just 
how much of Labrador belongs to 
Newfoundland and how much to Can- 
ada. 

That Labrador Is rich In many nat- 
ural resources. Including enormous 
water power, has long b»en known, but 
the practicability of utilizing Its for- 
ests for paper-making was not dem- 
onstrated until the world-wide paper 
shortage led to exhaustive Investiga- 
tions of the territory. This resulted 
In applications by promoters to the 
Newfoundland government for timber 
limits In Labrador. As these could 
not be acted upon until It was deter- 
mined whether Newfoundland owned 
the land In question, representatives 
of this colony were sent to London 
late In the summer to discuss with 
eminent English counsel the prepara- 
tion of n formal draft of Newfound- 
land’s Labrador claims as opposed to 
those of Canada. 


WALL PLASTERS IN COLORS 


Admixture of Wood Fiber with Plas- 
ter-of-Paris Has Given Most 
Satisfactory Results. 


The stuff we call plaster-of-parls Is 
gypsum ground to powder. When wa- 
ter Is added to the powder It becomes 
a stone. 

We are familiar with plaster casts, 
used for statuary and many other pur- 
poses. There Is no end Indeed to the 
employment to which plaster-of-parls 
Is put. The wonderful and much-ad- 
mired buildings of tiie Chicago fair 
were of ‘‘staff," made from gypsum. 

We have In Texas, New Mexico, 
Colorado and Kansas beds of gypsum 
so vast that they could supply the 
whole world for ages without Import- 
ant diminution of the quantity avail- 
able. They are a valuable asset, as 
yet hardly touched. 

The United States bureau of stand- 
ards has recently made successful ex- 
periments in the production of colored 
wall plaster, by admixture of wood 
fiber with plaster-of-parls. The wood 
fiber can be dyed any color desired, 
and the plaster made of any texture. 
Panels of the material have been sub- 
mitted to the Gypsum Industries as- 
sociation in Chicago. 


Traveling Libraries a Success. 

“Traveling Libraries,” an experi- 
ment tried by the Saskatchewan gov- 
ernment, has met with such spontane- 
ous success that an additional appro- 
priation of $10,000 has just been made 
further to extend the project. Today 
there are more than 300 of these li- 
braries between the international bor- 
der and the Northwest territories. 
The libraries have had a special ap- 
peal to trappers of the Hudson Bay 
company. Otiicials of tills company 
say that the trappers, about whom vol- 
umes of thrilling tales have been writ- 
ten, do not care particularly for stories 
of adventure. They turn to fiction of 
city life, of society if possible. Ench 
traveling library consists of 50 books, 
which are shipped in a strong box to 
a group of residents who act ns dis- 
tributors in their respective districts. 


Have “Libraries" of Bones. 

Certain medical schools of Amer- 
ican universities have “lending libra- 
ries." in which bones take the place 
of books on the shelves, and are let 
out on exactly the same system ns In 
a circulating library. The student on 
paying the sum of 25 cents can bor- 
row any hone In the collection, and, 
by renewing the loan every week, 
keep It for a month. 

A complete skeleton Is worth from 
$30 to $100, according to Its condi- 
tion. A skull brings from $1.25 to $5; 
and a perfect specimen — a compara- 
tive rarity — as much as $50. Leg, 
arm and collar bones command a 
ready market at from 50 cents to 
$1.25 each, while a perfect string of 
spinal vertebrae Is valued at $5. — 
North China Herald. 


Ancient Commission. 

Marblehead (Mass.) Historical soci- 
ety came Into possession of u vuluable 
historical document In the shape of a 
commission as lieutenant in the state 
militia of Nathaniel Hooper. The 
commission hears the signature of 
Gov. .John Hancock and his secretary, 
John Avery, and is dated 1791, “in 
the 10th year of the Independence of 
the United States of America.’* The 
commission assigns Lt. Hooper to a 
company In the Second regiment, first 
'brigade and second division of the 
militia of the commonwealth, compris- 
ing the county of Essex. 


New Guard Against Counterfeiters. 

A message from 1'ruguu to Loudon 
states that a method bus been dis- 
covered of making more difficult the 
passing of forged hank notes. The In- 
vention consists of imbedding in the 
paper on which hank notes are printed 
quantities of fine steel and nickel 
particles. Such paper responds to the 
attraction of a magnet, ami anyone 
can easily test t lie genuineness of u 
note.
